“Stalker” 
Met Mogul

Colorado Supreme Court 
Overturns Amendment Two 

But the Attorney General There Won’t Give Up

DENVER - By a 2-1 vote 
Tuesday, October 11, the 
Colorado Supreme Court 
upheld a lower court ruling 
that Amendment Two, the 
state’s controversial mea¬ 
sure banning protected sta¬ 
tus for lesbians and gays, is 
unconstitutional. 

The high court agreed with Denver 
District Court Judge Jeffrey Bayless, who 
ruled last December that Amendment Two 
violated the 14th Amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution, which guarantees due 
process and equal protection. 

Amendment Two was passed by voters 
in the 1992 election and banned laws that 
protect homosexuals from discrimination 
in housing, employment and public 
accommodations. It also repealed such 
laws already in place in Aspen, Boulder, 
and Denver. 


It also prohibited the state or other gov¬ 
ernments in the state from passing such 
anti-discrimination laws in the future, 
meaning homosexuals would be prohibit¬ 
ed from lobbying the Legislature for any 
laws in the future or for seeking redress 
from state courts. 

The passage of Amendment Two trig¬ 
gered a tidal wave of opposition from gay 
rights groups and celebrities, including 
tennis star Martina Navratilova, an 
acknowledged lesbian, who owns a home 
in Aspen. 

Attorney Jean Dubofsky, who argued 
against the amendment, heralded the high 
court’s decision. 

“We are real happy with the decision,” 
she said. “We got what we wanted out of 
the case - a ruling that the amendment 
violated the U.S. Constitution.” 

Attorney General Gale Norton, in the 
midst of a heated re-election campaign, 
said the case would be appealed to the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

‘This case raises a very important issue 
about how civil rights issues will be han¬ 
dled in the future and the ability of indi¬ 
viduals to vote on important moral 


issues,” she said. ‘The way in which the 
Colorado Supreme Court decided this 
case says that any group on the losing end 
of a constitutional amendment can claim 
their rights are violated.” 

Norton said the appeal would be made 
to the nation’s high court within a month 
to six weeks. She added that she did not 
believe her efforts would affect her re- 
election. 

“It’s clearly the responsibility of the 
attorney general to defend the voice of the 
people,” she said. “The people of 
Colorado voted in Amendment Two [by a 
53 percent majority]. Their motivation 
was not anti-homosexual, but because 
they wanted individuals to be able to make 
individual evaluation of morality.” 

Norton’s own evaluation of morality is 
said to be shaped by her bitterness that her 
ex-husband left her when he came to 
terms with his homosexuality. 

Dubofsky said she hoped the nation’s 
highest court would decline to hear the 
appeal. 

“I don’t know if this is a case the U.S. 
Supreme Court would bother with,” she 
said. T

ACT UP, Supes Honor 
Dr. Leonard Simpson

It was Dr. Leonard Simpson Day in San 
Francisco on Sunday, October 9 as ACT UP/ 
Golden Gate honored the orthopedic surgeon with 
the “AIDS Activist of the Year Award” for his 
activist work outside his profession and for his 
encouragement of activism among the medical 
community. 

It was the first award of its kind ever presented 
by ACT UP. 

San Francisco lesbian Supervisors Susan Leal 
and Carole Migden joined about 200 others pre¬ 
sent - including gay supe candidate Tom 
Ammiano - for a reception honoring Simpson and 
a highly successful silent afternoon auction at 
Ristorante Ecco. 

Dr. Simpson is past chairman of the Shanti 
Project and past president of the Bay Area 
Physicians for Human Rights (BAPHR). 

Leal had introduced a resolution declaring 


October 9 Leonard Simpson Day in the city, 
which was unanimously passed by the board of 
supervisors. 

Matthew Sharp, an ACT UP/Golden Gate 
spokesman, said the benefit was the most success¬ 
ful event held by the Treatment Issues Committee 
of ACT UP/Golden Gate, raising over $20,000. 

The money will be used to send activists to 
important medical conferences and meetings, 
Sharp said. 

Medical journalist Sari Staver, an ACT UP sup¬ 
porter who co-chaired the event, said it was named 
in memory of Andrew Zysman, M. D. an ACT 
UP/Golden Gate member who died a year ago. 

‘The medical community has come a long way 
in its acceptance of the role of AIDS activists such 
as those in ACT UP/Golden Gate,” Simpson said 
in brief remarks accepting the award. 

At the beginning of the AIDS epidemic many 
physicians - himself included - were sometimes

Gay Teachers Throw Party 

To Say Thank God There’s BANGLE

The Bay Area Network of Gay and Lesbian 
Educators (BANGLE) will be celebrating its tenth 
anniversary next Friday, October 21. In honor of 
the occasion, the theme chosen for the party that 
will mark the anniversary is an age-old cry that 
means just as much to teachers as to their charges: 
‘Thank God It’s Friday.” 

The TGIF party will be held from 4:30 to 7:30 
p.m. at Charpe’s Grill, located at 131 Gough 
Street, and BANGLE member Michael Job of San 
Francisco has extended an open invitation to all 
gay, lesbian, and bisexual educators, and their 
friends and supporters, to join the celebration. 

Festivities include a no-host bar, and hors 
d’oeuvres. Participants will help plan BANGLE’S 
1994-95 school year’s activities. 

‘This anniversary will be a time to rejoice in 
BANGLE’S many accomplishments,” Job said, 
“and to rekindle new life and energy into the orga¬ 
nization.” 

BANGLE has done many positive things over 
the years, Job said, listing but a few of its accom¬ 
plishments: “A book project has gotten lesbian 
and gay materials into many school libraries. A 
partnership with PG&E’s gay and lesbian employ¬ 
ees last year alone gave out over $5,000 worth of 
scholarships to gay, lesbian, and bisexual graduat¬ 
ing seniors. A panel of elementary, middle school, 



high school, and college teachers has shared com- 
ing-out-in-the-classroom stories to empower 
other teachers to come out. Meetings with school 
superintendents addressed concerns about homo¬ 
phobia in school districts,” Job added. 

He said workshops to 
overcome homophobia 
were conducted by BAN¬ 
GLE members and 
offered to school faculties 
as in-service trainings. 

The work of BANGLE 
is not done. Job said. ‘Ten 
years are only ten years. 
BANGLE wants to march 
for another ten years in 
our community’s pride 
parade. We want to con¬ 
tinue supporting gay 
Michael Job teachers and youth. We 

- want to stamp out all 

homophobia. We want to see that the lives of gay 
people get into each school curriculum and that 
the diversity of our community makes it into the 


textbooks.” ▼

Gabbert also said the real 
first meeting was a “very brief’ 
fan-celebrity encounter that 
took place while he was with 
three other people - but after 
that evening, Sebring developed 
an obsessive attraction to him 
that turned into a hatred, which 
escalated into extortion attempts 
and finally culminated in threats 
against his life. 

At this time, Sebring remains 
in county jail on four felony 
counts that he stalked and made 
terrorist death threat phone calls 
to Gabbert, and tried to extort $ 10 
million from the multi-million¬ 
aire local media mogul. He has 
pleaded not guilty to the charges. 

Gabbert also acknowledged 
to the B.A.R. that Sebring had 
been a passenger in his private 
airplane when Gabbert flew to 
Oregon to pick up his lover of 
27 years, following a relative’s 
death, and that Sebring had been 
aboard his boat on August 15, 
despite news reports to the con¬ 
trary. However, he said, the two 
had never been alone together 
and he describes as “absolutely 
false” charges that he drugged 
the young man’s drink with the 
psychedelic drug Ecstasy and 
then sexually assaulted him. 

“I have nothing to hide. I 
don’t go out and get young boys 
drunk and then drug them. That 
doesn’t mean I don’t have sex, 
but a guy in my position doesn’t 
have to work very hard to get it,” 
he told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“I’ve never had sex with him. 
I’ve never seen him with his 
clothes off.” 

According to Gabbert, he 
asked Sebring on August 15 to 
join himself and a couple of 
friends for dinner, because he was 
concerned about the ex-Marine. 

“He called me on Monday 
morning at about 7:30 a.m. and 
said that I have taken over his 
mind, that he was mine forever, 
that I controlled his mind. He 
said he had to talk to me, that it 
was really important,” Gabbert 
recalled. 

Gabbert said the group, 
which included his lover and a 
close friend, planned to go to 
dinner in Tiburon but never 
made it because Sebring began 
acting “too weird.” 

“He talking about how he 
was emulating me. He kept talk¬ 
ing about a ‘cognitive state’ and 
whether he was in it or not,” 
Gabbert said. The group 
returned to Gabbert’s yacht, and 
Gabbert claims that Sebring 
“flipped out.” 

“When we were back on the 
big boat, he started pounding 
things with his fist and saying 
stuff that didn’t make sense. He 
was screaming and yelling like a 
maniac,” Gabbert said. 

The captain of the ship 
restrained Sebring briefly, 
Gabbert told the B.A.R ., until 
the young man ran off the yacht 
yelling, “Call 911, call 911, Jim 
Gabbert tried to rape me.” 

The other side of the story? 

Sebring’s mother and two 
close friends recount a version 
of the story that is far different 
the than one Gabbert tells. 

“I was with Sean the night he 
met James Gabbert at Ziggurat,” 
Mario Palmieri, a Santa Rosa 
nursing student, told the B.A.R. 
Palmieri recalled that soon after 
that meeting, Sebring had 
expressed concern that 
Gabbert’s growing interest in 
him was romantic. 

Palmieri said that Sebring 
was “one of the most important 
people in his life” and that he 
trusted him implicitly. 




Sebring claimed to Palmieri 
that on the night in question his 
beer was surreptitiously laced 
with Ecstasy, he quickly began 
to feel euphoric, the next thing 
he knew Gabbert was perform¬ 
ing oral sex on him, and when 
he realized what was happening, 
he forced Gabbert to stop and 
then tried to flee the boat. 

Sebring also told another 
friend, who asked not to be 
identified, the same story in a 
two-hour phone call from a 
Sonoma County psychiatric 
facility to which he admitted 
himself the afternoon after the 
incident on the boat. 

Santa Rosa forensic psychol¬ 
ogist Davis Mannino told the 
B.A.R. that it was he who rec¬ 
ommended Sebring admit him¬ 
self to the Sonoma County psy¬ 
chiatric facility following the 
incident. 

“I got a call from the emer¬ 
gency room,” he recalled, “from 
Sean Sebring. He said he knew I 
was a doctor in Sonoma County. 
He said the he was in the ER on 
drugs and had been raped and 
didn’t know what do. At the 
time he came across as someone 
on speed. He was convinced that 
Gabbert was out to kill him.” 

Also in the wake of the inci¬ 


dent, Gabbert had obtained a tem¬ 
porary restraining order against 
Sebring that included a clause for¬ 
bidding Sebring to purchase a 
handgun until a hearing, Gab¬ 
bert’s attorney, Joe O’ Sullivan, 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

O’Sullivan told the B.A.R. 
that he contacted the Department 
of Justice to alert them to the 
restraining order, and that 
Sebring was blocked when he 
attempted to purchase a gun at a 
Cotati gun shop for $800 cash, in 
violation of the order. 

Sebring’s mother told the 
Bay Area Reporter that Sean 
was shortly thereafter commit¬ 
ted to the Sonoma County psy¬ 
chiatric facility a second time 
“in order to protect him,” after 
someone allegedly broke into 
their house, roughed him up, 
and told him to “drop every¬ 
thing” against Gabbert or else. 

Mannino said that he visited 
Sebring in the mental health 
facility during his second hospi¬ 
talization - and contacted the 
police and Gabbert’s attorney 
after the visit. 

“One moment Sean was 
extremely articulate and lucid, 
and the next second he moved 
into a crazed state,” he said.

Beyond HIV/AIDS,” a panel at this weekend’s 
Explorations in Natural Healing, a series of 
exhibits, lectures, and workshops presented by the 
Whole Life Expo. 

The panelists, according to a press release, are 
living proof that alternative, natural healing meth¬ 
ods that work harmoniously with one’s body mind 
and spirit are essential to living fully, passionate¬ 
ly, and gratefully with HIV/AIDS.

Prevention Works 

A review of 77 published studies of HIV inter¬ 
vention programs around the world over the last 
decade indicates that such programs can be effec¬ 
tive in changing AIDS risk behaviors among par¬ 
ticipants, according to UCSF researchers. 

UC Center For AIDS Prevention Studies 
researchers Dr. Kyung Yee Choi and co-author Dr. 
Thomas J. Coates found that 26 percent of the 
studies reviewed assessed and demonstrated long¬ 
term behavior changes in members of HIV risk 
groups receiving AIDS prevention interventions. 
The University of California study “Prevention of 
AIDS Infection” appears in the October issue of 
AIDS, a London-based journal. 

The researchers identified common elements in 
the successful program and have issued a set of ten 
recommendations for HIV prevention program 
developers. Among the recommendations are 
accessibility to clean needles and condoms, as 
well as sustained and intense interventions with 
high HIV risk individuals. 

The UCSF research was supported by grants 
from the National Institute of Mental Health, the 


Kaiser Family Foundation, and AIDSCAP/Family 
Health International. 

HRCF Joins 
Leadership Conference 

The troubled Human Rights Campaign Fund 
has been given a seat on the 30-member executive 
committee of the Leadership Conference on Civil 
Rights, a organization of 185 national groups rep¬ 
resenting minorities, women, the elderly, people 
with disabilities, and other groups. HRCF, which 
was founded in 1981, has been a member of the 
group since 1982, but has not served on the exec¬ 
utive committee until now. 

Other member groups include the Women’s 
Legal Defense Fund, NAACP, AFL-CIO, the 
National Council of Churches, the National 
Education Association, and the American Civil 
Liberties Union. 

Acyclovir Preliminary Data 

According to the US Centers For Disease 
Control, one in five Americans over the age of 15 
has genital herpes. The average person experi¬ 
ences four to six outbreaks per year. 

Fortunately, a study presented at the 34th 
Conference on Antimicrobial Agents and 
Chemotherapy has shown that the anti-viral med¬ 
ication acyclovir can reduce the release of infec¬ 
tious herpes virus in women with the condition, 
even when displaying no signs of infection. 

Asymptomatic shedding, a major mode of 
transmission of the genital herpes virus, occurs 
when the virus is released in genital secretions or 
on the skin when sores or lesions that mark an 
active outbreak are absent. The study, by acyclovir 
manufacturer Burroughs-Wellcome, was a place¬ 
bo-controlled double-blind randomized study of 
34 women, of whom 25 shed the genital herpes 
virus without symptoms while receiving placebo. 
Only five of 34 women treated with acyclovir shed 
during treatment. 

The study concluded the drug was effective in 
preventing asymptomatic shedding, as well as the 
symptomatic shedding that occurs during active 
herpes outbreaks. ▼

shocked by tactics of the outspoken activists, 
Simpson told the crowd. But, increasingly, as 
physicians have come to appreciate the work of 
AIDS activists, “we see ourselves as part of a 
team” working together in the fight against AIDS, 
Simpson said. 

He now uses his colleague’s reaction to ACT 
UP as a litmus test, Simpson added. “If someone 
speaks against ACT UP, I wonder about their com¬ 
mitment to the fight against AIDS.” 

The ACT UP/Golden Gate Treatment Issues 
Committee benefit began in 1992 under the direc¬ 
tion of Zysman and Staver. Its intent is to bring 
together AIDS activists and the medical commu¬ 
nity. It has since expanded to include attorneys 
and others concerned with HIV treatment issues. 

Issues of importance that various ACT UP 
members are working on were reviewed Sunday 
evening. Sharp said these included: 

• Progress on a new CMV prophylaxis therapy, 


oral gancylovir, is about to be approved. It will 
extend quality of life for those affected; 

• The Committee to Monitor Poppers is initiat¬ 
ing city and state legislation for point of sale 
warnings on the danger of popper use; 

• The National Institute of Health (NIH) is 
finally realizing the ethics of saving women’s lives 
in pediatric trials which previously have only con¬ 
sidered the child; 

• Alogenic sibling transfer, an immune boost¬ 
ing treatment for late-stage disease, is in clinical 
trials nationally; 

• ACT UP is asking for Center for Disease 
Control (CDC) James Curran’s resignation 
because of the agency’s inept handling of AIDS 
prevention; 

• Human Growth Hormone is being stalled by 
its maker, Serono, which has filed inadequate 
approval applications with the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA); and 

• Breast cancer action was inspired by ACT UP, 
which continues to fight for access and develop¬ 
ment of therapies for breast cancer through direct 
action. ▼

SF Cops Consider Possible 
Link in Mondelli, Wenger Cases

San Francisco police detec¬ 
tives met last week to discuss 
the possibility of a link between 
the dismemberment slaying of 
Tommy Wenger on March 28 
and the July 25 assault on actor 
Mario Mondelli with a camping 
ax. 

Dr. Dean Freeman, a 35- 
year-old UCSF psychiatrist at 
San Francisco General 
Hospital, was originally 
charged in the Mondelli inci¬ 
dent. Freeman, whom police 
said was Mondelli’s doctor, 
lover, and assailant, has since 
moved to Southern California, 
investigators said Wednesday, 
October 5. 

Police would only say 
Freeman is “down south,” and 
would not reveal his specific 
whereabouts. 

No new charges have appar¬ 
ently been brought against 
Freeman. Charges were 
dropped following the July 25 
incident, and he was released. 
When the charges against 
Freeman were dropped, spokes¬ 
men in the district attorney’s 
office said they anticipated he 
would be recharged when 
Mondelli had recovered suffi¬ 
ciently to make a statement. 

Police inspectors have ques¬ 
tioned the recovering Mondelli, 
but apparently officials have not 
seen fit to recharge Freeman. 

The Mondelli family has 
retained the Melvin Belli law 
firm to protect Mondelli’s inter¬ 
ests. Attorney John Hill of 
Belli’s office is also investigat¬ 
ing the possibility of a link 
between the Mondelli case and 
the Wenger case, said Glynn 
Parmley, an associate in the 
office. 

Hill said Tuesday he had “no 
information concerning that 
possibility.” He also declined to 
grant a B.A.R. interview with 
Mondelli, and said he would 
prefer the B.A.R. wait to take a 
photo of his client. He said a 
claim would soon be filed on 
Mondelli’s behalf. 

Mondelli was still in serious 
condition at SFGH this 
Monday, more than two months 
after his attack, hospital spokes¬ 
woman Alice Trinkel said. 
However, she told the B.A.R., 
he was much improved and was 
due to be transferred out of the 
intensive care unit. 

Meanwhile, San Francisco 
homicide inspectors working on 
the Wenger case indicated they 
would go to Southern 
California in an effort to talk to 
Freeman. Inspector Mike 
Johnson, in response to ques¬ 
tions from the B.A.R., said 
Freeman was a “peripheral sus¬ 
pect” and at this time was not 
the primary suspect. “We’re 
looking at this other guy,” he 
said. 

Johnson said he had spoken 
to Mondelli, and “he knew 
nothing about Wenger.” 

Johnson and Inspector Alex 
Fagan, who has also been track¬ 
ing Wenger’s killer, said they 
met for about an hour last 
Wednesday with Jeff Levin, 
who has been in charge of the 
Mondelli/Freeman investiga¬ 
tion, to discuss aspects of both 
cases. 

Police have been reluctant to 
divulge many details for fear of 
blowing the case; Fagan said 
“we must first get all our ducks 


in order.” 

Earlier, in a face-to-face 
interview with the B.A.R., 
Johnson cited several unspeci-

• Both victims were gay. 
Mondelli is 38; Wenger was 24. 
Both young men have been 
described as “handsome.”

were psychologically vulnera¬ 
ble and in need of professional 
counseling. 

• Both men sought profes¬ 
sional psychiatric help. 

• Both received numerous 
stab wounds to the torso. 
Mondelli allegedly was struck 
22 times with a camping ax. 
Wenger had 11 stab wounds, 
among his many other injuries. 

• Both incidents occurred on 
the first Monday of the full 
moon. 

Police inspectors told the 
B.A.R. they fear whoever killed 
Wenger would strike again. 
Fagan expressed the view that it 
“was not the first experiment” 
the slayer had performed. 

Asked if police had a specif¬ 
ic suspect in the case now, 
Fagan said, “There’s a guy 
we’re looking at.” 

In an interview with the 
B.A.R., Johnson said Wenger

Some of Our Worst Friends 



ast week we said, as part of our support for Congressman 
Dan Hamburg, that some of our best friends are straight. 
It’s become obvious to us in the ensuing seven days that 
some of our worst friends are gay. 

We may have had our disagreements with Senator 
Dianne Feinstein over the years, some of it earlier this 
year, but it is clear with any scrutiny at all that there is no 
comparison between her dynamic performance and that of 
her current opponent, Congressman Michael Huffington. 

Which is why we were so shocked to discover that 
there is little difference between the two candidates in the 
opinion of the Human Rights Campaign Fund’s Political 
Action Committee director. As Bob Roehr reports in this 
issue, HRCF’s Daniel Zingale believes that whether 
Feinstein or Huffington wins this senate race, “it’s nothing 
but good news.” 

Not that HRCF has given any money to Huffington, as 
far as we know. (We were told by an HRCF person that the 
congressman “doesn’t take PAC money.” We didn’t ask if 
he had been offered any.) Zingale said that the organiza¬ 
tion compared Feinstein’s “pretty solid record of aggres¬ 
sive leadership,” against Huffington - “relatively no 
record” - and decided to “go with what we know works.” 
Well, that’s good, we guess, but for a person in his posi¬ 
tion to have so little grasp of the real importance of defeat¬ 
ing Huffington is very disturbing. 

HRCF is the largest gay organization in the world. It is 
also, in our opinion, a group that has accomplished pre¬ 
cious little of importance. But whenever we or its other 
detractors ask what its function really is, staffers there say 
with pride it is “in the loop” in Washington. 

If it can’t tell the difference between a Huffington and 
a Feinstein, that isn’t a loop. It’s a noose. 


These weeks leading up the election tend to remind us 
of Richard Nixon’s re-election in 1972. In those last six 
weeks before the election, as the ugliness of Watergate 
first became known, we kept watching the electorate and 
the media, waiting for some sign of outrage against those 
dirty tricks. Waiting for the tide to turn against a crooked 
election. Waiting for the nation to wake up. 

It didn’t happen. Nixon was, of course, re-elected and 
the nation was subjected to the public humiliation of his 
resignation - and his vice president’s, as well, but for 
completely unrelated sleaziness. But when the truth final¬ 
ly came out and the outrage resulted in Nixon’s resigna¬ 
tion, the election was not re-staged; the Republicans kept 


control of the White House, and just installed the idiotic 
Jerry Ford to maintain their sleazy status quo. 

There are those who still maintain the Democrats’ nom¬ 
inee would have been even worse for the country and that 
even knowing Nixon was a crook they could never bring 
themselves to vote for McGovern for president, but 
nobody cast a vote for Ford for president either, and we 
got stuck with him eventually by default. 

The reason for the history lesson is because of the sense 
of deja vu we feel 22 years later. This time Huffington is 
attempting to engineer the election, and he’s rich enough 
to buy what the hapless Nixon had to steal, but beyond that 
the similarities are striking. Neither the media nor the gen¬ 
eral public has shown much interest in pursuing the very 
interesting/horrifying allegations against this disrep¬ 
utable-sounding candidate, so we brace ourselves for the 
possibility of him getting that seat. 

(For more on those allegations, readers are encouraged 
to get their hands on November’s Vanity Fair. Some of the 
more interesting tidbits it reveals: Huffington refuses to 
speak to reporters - period - as he runs for one of the more 
important political seats in the country, and he “is so 
secretive that he keeps a shredder next to his desk and 
once directed a staffer to shred an office copy of the 
Congressional Record because ‘it was nobody’s business’ 
how he voted.”) 

It is everybody’s business how our elected officials 
vote, and it is certainly in the best interests of all 
Californians to be aware they may be voting for a man 
who is so out of touch he thinks burning one copy of an 
internationally-read publication sheilds him from scrutiny. 

With so many pressing problems around, and with only 
100 senate jobs available, period, it is important that the 
people who occupy the two seats from California be the 
most intellectually capable available. We deserve it, and 
more than that, we need it. We need people like Feinstein 
who are capable of chairing important senate committees; 
of understanding what the issues are; and of using the sen¬ 
ate’s arcane rules and regulations to make a difference. 

What we don’t need is Michael Huffington, or the 
Human Rights Campaign Fund telling us - or anyone else, 
for that matter - that this is “not a good-versus-evil race.” 
What it is, in fact, is one of the more important senate 
races in the country. We urge them to wake up. 

The same goes for anyone else who thinks a Huffington 
win would be good news; Feinstein may not be perfect, but 
her re-election is the only good news we want to hear.V

Who Will Be Next? No on Prop 187!

n behalf of the members of the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual 
Democratic Club, we urge our com¬ 
munity to vote NO on Proposition 
187, which would make it illegal for 
undocumented immigrants to 
receive certain basic services in 
California. 

Prop. 187 will bar all public 
health care for undocumented 
immigrants except in emergency 
situations. 

This means people will not 
receive preventative care including 
vaccinations, TB, and HIV tests. 
Instead, people will be forced to 
wait until they become seriously ill 
and can receive emergency medical 
care. Health care costs will increase 
dramatically for emergency services 
and our emergency rooms will 
become even more overcrowded. 

Prop. 187 will require all 
schools to verify the residency sta¬ 
tus of all children and their par¬ 
ents. 

Teachers are required to single 
out anyone suspected of being 
undocumented and this will invari¬ 
ably lead to increased discrimina¬ 
tion against people of color. Even 
U.S.-born children will be removed 
from the public schools if they can¬ 
not prove both of their parents are 
not undocumented immigrants. 

Prop. 187 will cost California’s 
public school system billions of 
dollars. 


Because the reporting require¬ 
ments of Prop. 187 violate federal 
law and a U.S. Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion, California schools will lose 
billions of dollars in federal grants. 
Additionally, the Department of 
Education estimates checking resi¬ 
dency status will cost the school 
system $104 million the first year, 
then $19 million annually. Our edu¬ 
cational system cannot afford this 
wasteful expenditure. 



The lesbian/gay/bisexual/trans- 
gender communities are well 
acquainted with the type of politics 
of hate embodied in this initiative. It 
is very telling that Pete Wilson, the 
governor who vetoed AB 101, 
Needle Exchange and Domestic 
Partners, is Proposition 187’s most 


prominent supporter. Wilson chooses 
to generate hatred against people of 
color and those suspected of being 
undocumented rather than propose 
solutions to the real problems gener¬ 
ated by our changing economy. 

In viewing Prop. 187, we must 
also remember that our community 
overlaps all other communities. 
Many of today’s newcomers are les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual or transgender 
people who face torture, imprison¬ 
ment and death in their home coun¬ 
tries due to their sexual orientation 
or HIV status. Other newcomers are 
in committed same-sex relation¬ 
ships with American citizens. Prop. 
187 will have a very real impact on 
members of our community. 

When our community was faced 
with the homophobic 1978 Briggs 
and 1986 La Rouche initiatives we 
asked others for support. Other 
communities responded and helped 
us defeat these measures. Now we 
must be an active part of the move¬ 
ment to defeat Prop. 187. If Prop. 
187 passes, it will fuel the confi¬ 
dence of zealots to adopt new mea¬ 
sures and we could find ourselves 
on the next hit list. Rather than let¬ 
ting a thinly disguised right-wing 
agenda divide and conquer us, let us 
unite and send a message to Wilson 
and the Radical Right.

Aliens and Health Costs 

I’d like to challenge some of the statements made in a 
recent B.A.R. article (9/29/94), “Prop. 187 Foes Say It’s 
Bad for People With AIDS.” Equating the circumstances 
of PWAs with that of illegal aliens is preposterous. In fact, 
the immense financial burden California’s 2 million ille¬ 
gal aliens places on the state’s taxpayers— $700 million 
in health care costs and $2.6 billion in total— probably 
robs PWAs of the precious social and medical resources 
necessary to improve their health and well-being! 

It is a myth that passage of Prop. 187, which will be 
on this November’s ballot, will result in an increase in 
rates of serious contagious disease, such as tuberculosis. 
Statistics show that the increase in tuberculosis in recent 
years is directly tied to both legal and illegal immigra¬ 
tion. This is, for example, why a new tuberculosis treat¬ 
ment clinic was recently established in the Mission dis¬ 
trict, which contains a substantial proportion of immi¬ 
grants. The situation is even worse in Los Angeles 
County, California’s leading third world metropolis. 

In a ruling made in August, the California 1st District 
Court of Appeals upheld, 3-0, a 1992 state law which 
requires all Medi-Cal applicants to disclose their social 
security number - which immigrants lack - or to state 
that they had no satisfactory immigration status. 
Approximately 317,500 illegals received Medi-Cal in 
our state last year. Proposition 187 would not deprive 
illegals of emergency or pregnancy related care, but it 
would required public health agencies to report illegal 
aliens who apply for routine health care to the INS. The 
law would not affect private health care, nor would it 
deprive illegal aliens of the option to take a confidential 
HIV or tuberculosis test at a doctor’s office or private 
health care facility. 

Concerning legal immigration of HIV-infected indi¬ 
viduals to the U.S. hoping to take advantage of our 
health care system, I personally support a “blind” entry 
policy— provided that these individuals can prove that 
they qualify for medical insurance coverage in their 
country of origin. Proposition 187, which is merely a 
state initiative, does not address this issue. 

It’s time to get tough on illegal aliens and support 
Prop. 187. The cost of providing public services for 
these individuals is prohibitive, as our state budget is 
already running a staggering deficit. There is no labor 
shortage in California, as many unemployed citizens 
who want to work can attest.

NGLTF Responds 

As co-chairs of the National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force and as residents of the Bay Area, we feel com¬ 
pelled to clarify misperceptions about the status of 
NGLTF. 

As has been reported. Peri Jude Radecic is moving 
over from executive director to director of public policy. 
In the interim, we have contracted with Melinda Paras to 
step in as interim deputy director to oversee day-to-day 
operations. Her skills in organizational management 
have produced a dramatically positive effect on the effi¬ 
ciency with which this office gets work done. Melinda 
also brings an ability to analyze and reshape the Task 
Force’s multicultural environment - an area that we con¬ 
tend needs work. 

We understand that Melinda is controversial to some 
people. The Board Executive Committee investigated 
allegations and were comfortable she had been exoner¬ 
ated and that hiring her for this interim position was the 
right choice. We believe that anyone who has con¬ 
tributed to our movement significantly has made some 
people mad along the way. 

It is important to note that Melinda has not existed 
only in San Francisco. Nationally, she is highly regard¬ 
ed for her work on health issues including AIDS, 
CFIDS, and women’s illnesses; her work with commu¬ 
nities of color; and her expert management skills. 
Melinda is only one of an eight-member team comprised 
of board members, volunteers, and consultants from 
around the country helping us through this transition 
period. 

We are taking other streamlining actions to augment 
the financial strength of the organization. The board 
recently approved reducing the budget to $2.6 million to 
end the 1994 fiscal year. The $4.3 million growth budget 
approved by the board in September 1993 was reduced 
in January 1994, the beginning of our financial year, to 
$3.4 million and again in May to $3.1 million. All reduc¬ 
tions were made after it became apparent that this was 
not the right time to aggressively increase financial 
obligations. The organization never grew to a $4.3 mil¬ 
lion organization which was then cut. That growth was 
only reflected, rather optimistically, on paper. We will 
close the year with revenue and spending about equal to 
1993. We have not radically shrunk the budget by 40 
percent. 

Our program staff now includes many seasoned vet¬ 
erans of the gay and lesbian civil rights movement. Staff 
reductions, other than two layoffs in the early summer 
when our program staff was reorganized, have been by 
attrition rather than organizational downsizing. Budget 
reductions do not reflect a loss of staff or program. No 
one’s departure in recent weeks was instigated by a need 
to reduce the salary line item of our budget. And no pro¬ 
gram has been eliminated in 1994. 

All of the areas in which the Task Force has per¬ 
formed vital work are still being covered. In the next few 
weeks, NGLTF will produce “Working It Out In the 
Rockies,” our 1994 Workplace Conference in Denver, 
Colorado, and the Seventh Annual Creating Change 
Conference in Dallas, Texas. Our Fight the Right Project 
continues. 

Vacant staff positions will be filled after our new 
executive director is named; however, some positions 
may change due to a general reorganization of the way 
we deliver services to our constituency. 

As we go through this critical analysis and reorgani¬ 
zation, we will continue to analyze the political environ¬ 
ment and will be organizationally responsive. We 
believe NGLTF will emerge stronger and more prepared 
to build our movement from the grass roots. Our 21-year 
vision and history is only the beginning of what this 
organization has yet to accomplish. We do not believe 
that our board is being oblivious, in denial, or offering 
up only “spin control.” On the contrary, we are moving 
as fast as we can to deliver new plans while being cau¬ 
tious to implement only the plans that will work for the 
long haul. We are in transition because our movement is 
in transition. And we need your support as we move for¬ 
ward.

Nude, Not Lewd 

Three friends and I, having enjoyed the tolerance that 
characterized past Folsom Street Fairs, were walking 
nude at the fair when a police officer came up and 
demanded, in an arrogant manner, that we cover up or be 
cited. When I asked her the legal basis for her action, she 
called her superior, who referred to California Police 
Code Section 314, the indecent exposure statute. The 
State Supreme Court has made it very clear that Section 
314 refers only to exposure with lewd intent, not to nudi¬ 
ty per se (Smith, In re (1972)). The court has also 
allowed local jurisdictions to pass anti-nudity ordi¬ 
nances because the state law does not prohibit nudity as 
such, only exposure with sexual intent (Eckl. vs. Davis 
(1975)). (For this reason, Andrew Martinez, the “Naked 
Guy,” and other activists were able to go nude in 
Berkeley last year because the city did not then have a 
prohibiting ordinance.) 

San Francisco’s anti-nudity ordinance applies only to 
parks, so the police cannot use it to prohibit nudity at 
events like the Folsom Fair. They have therefore fallen 
back on the state law, but, as indicated, without any jus¬ 
tification. 

We had copies of the court decisions relevant to 
Section 314 with us at the fair, but the officer who 
threatened us was not interested in seeing them. 

Naively expecting the police to observe the laws and 
the decisions of the courts, and aware of the courteous 
behavior of the police at past Folsom Fairs, I was not 
prepared for the treatment we received from this officer. 

Ten years of a laissez-faire attitude by the police have 
helped make the Folsom Street Fair the third-largest 
public event in California, after the Rose Bowl Parade 
and the San Francisco Gay Parade. Police-state tactics 
such as were evident this year, however, have a chilling 
effect upon the celebration, and could result in a decline 
in attendance and a financial loss both to the AIDS and 
other organizations benefiting from the fair, and to 
hotels and other local businesses.

Wilson? Californians in general 
and the gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity in particular had better hope 
not. 

The good news: there are still 
four weeks before the general 
election, and I think Kathleen 
Brown can pull this one out. 

While it’s easy to make a 
case against Pete Wilson - both 
the needle exchange program 
that would have helped slow 
down the spread of the HIV 
virus earned his vet, as did 
domestic partner legislation, and 
among the over 100 judges he 
has appointed he has yet to find 
one qualified gay or lesbian 
attorney (although he has made 
some token low-level gay 
appointments to mundane 
departments like the DMV) - 
it’s better to make a case for 
Brown than just slam our cur¬ 
rent anti-gay, immigrant bashing 
governor who has lost nearly a 
million jobs in this state during 
his tenure. 

During a recent conversation 
with Brown, I was very 
impressed that she is very much 
her own person with some 
damned good ideas that would 
make her a fine governor; no, 
she is not Jerry Brown, the 
rebel; nor is she Pat Brown, the 
builder. Kathleen is committed 
to rebuilding the economy in 
California, attacking the bur¬ 
geoning crime problem, improv¬ 
ing schools, stopping illegal 
immigration, providing the state 
with better hospitals, fighting 
AIDS, and giving Californians a 
voice in how this state is run. 

When, incidentally, was the 
last time you heard Pete Wilson 
speak about AIDS? He ignores it 
- too much chance of losing the 
support of bigots like Lou 
Sheldon (he votes here, too, you 
know) and his thousands of anti¬ 
gay followers. In contrast, 
Kathleen Brown celebrated her 
49th birthday last Sunday by 
taking part in the AIDS Walk in 
Hollywood. 

Why does Pete Wilson time 
and time again veto anything 
that even comes close to gay 


rights legislation? Well, he has 
to keep the right-wing voters of 
Orange County in his camp. 
While most of you may have 
already decided who you’re 
going to vote for, let me make 
what I think is “the case for 
Kathleen Brown”: She will be a 
friend to our community. Wilson 
isn’t and never will be. 

This campaign is still 
Brown’s to win, despite the mil¬ 
lions of dollars the national 
Republican Party is pumping 
into the state.

DYKEOTOMY 


A Fresh Perspective

For the last several weeks, I 
have been wanting to see the 
film Fresh during its run at the 
Lumiere, but somehow, when¬ 
ever I was in the mood, I didn’t 
have $7. Well, it has moved to 
the AMC Serramonte 6, which 
does require a car, motorcycle 
or a complicated bus ride but 
only costs $1.75! Needless to 
say, I finally went. Two people 
for $3.50 any day at any time. 
Can you believe it?! (Maybe 
you all knew this already, but 
no one let me in on the secret.) 

The movie, written and 
directed by Boaz Yakin, is 
about an intelligent, street- 
smart boy whose after-school 
job is running drugs for the 
neighborhood dealers. Fresh 
has been described as “light¬ 
hearted,” “low-key,” and with 
other mellow, non-threatening 
phrases and words. This makes 
me wonder if the people who 
had these laid-back sentiments 
about the film actually went to 
the same flick I did because we 
were definitely not on the same 
page. 

Fresh, the main character, 
lives with his aunt, who Fresh’s 
sister, Nicki, describes as a 
saint. Their aunt takes care of 
12 children in her apartment in 
the projects. The other children 
have a strained relationship 
with Fresh because they are 
afraid that his involvement with 
the drug establishment is going 
to get them sent back to a group 
home or shot. 

This factor in the story is 
one of many that is both a 
depressing reality as well as 
hopefully a reminder to those 
for whom these considerations 
are not a daily reality of the 
need for change. 

Most of the buildings com¬ 
prising the Fresh environs are 
burned out, abandoned or in 
some way dilapidated. It seems 
as if many of the structures 
themselves are dying or dead. 

The language in the film is 
very alive, if not always very 
positive. The terms “woman” 
and “girl” also seem to be dead. 
I don’t remember hearing them, 
or even “lady,” once in the 
movie. Oh yes, there were 
females; however, they were all 
“bitches” - from young preado¬ 
lescent girls to adult women. 
There were good bitches, fine 
bitches, nice bitches, ugly 
bitches, toofless (toothless) 


bitches, all kinds of bitches - 
and no matter what - always 
bitches. 

Lone protester 

The women refer to the men 
as mutherfuckas, and the boys 
and men refer to each other as 
niggahs. The only protester of 
this form of address is Fresh’s 
father, who Fresh is not sup¬ 
posed to see but does anyway. 

Fresh meets with his alco¬ 
holic father in the park or in his 
father’s trailer to play chess. He 
is an accomplished chess play¬ 
er, whose forte is speed chess. 
He can beat anyone, he 
believes, at speed chess. “I 
could have beat [Bobby 
Fischer],” he tells Fresh. “Just

put the clock on his ass, and 
he’ll break down like the rest of 
them.” 

The chess games become a 
metaphor for what’s going on in 
Fresh’s life, which his father 
seems to know nothing about. 
He tells Fresh his philosophies 
about life through the games 
and demands that Fresh leave 
his street attitude somewhere 
else when he’s playing chess. 
This is somewhat ironic 
because when Fresh is runnin’ 
the streets, his attitude seems 
nonexistent compared to that of 
his buddies, employers, col¬ 
leagues and constituents. 

Although, to me, these 
aspects of the film were enough 
to make it something other than 
“low-key,” there’s still the story 
to consider. (This is where you 
should stop reading if you don’t 
want to know the whole plot.) 
By film’s close Fresh has 
turned all the drug dealers on 
each other, getting the ones 
killed that he really didn’t like 
and getting Esteban, his main 
employer and his older sister’s 
main boyfriend, arrested. For 
turning in Esteban, Fresh 
makes a deal with the cops to 
have him and his sister relocat¬ 
ed together just before he’s to 
be sent back to a group home. 

A man with a plan 

Complete trust has been 
established between the dealers 
and Fresh to the point that he is 
the only one they believe - and 
he is the one lying to them. The 
police also believe his story. 


One gets the impression, 
though, that the whole scheme, 
the whole tale, was a plan to get 
himself out of the projects, his 
strung-out sister out of the drug 
scene, and both of them a new 
life in a new location. Fresh 
doesn’t keep the money that he 
earned from this after-school 
job and shows no emotion 
about anything until the very 
end when his work is done and 
he cries when he plays chess 
with his father. 

Fresh had plenty to emote 
about throughout the story, 
though. The girl he has a crush 
on gets shot and killed by a 
stray bullet from the gun of one 
of his colleagues, who later gets 
beaten to death with a chain by 
a drug dealer while Fresh 
watches. This colleague was 
busy shooting and killing a 
young boy who had beat him in 
basketball in front of the young 
people in the neighborhood 
when he accidentally shot the 
girl. Chuckie, one of Fresh’s 
buddies who spends his time 
waiting to “bust his dope 
moves,” is also shot and killed 
by the same colleague when he 
tries to be tough and - against 
all of Fresh’s advice - pulls a 
gun when they get jumped. 
Fresh also listens as Nicki, his 
strung-out sister, is referred to 
by her smack-dealing 
boyfriends as a bitch, and then 
he walks in on her high and in 
bed with Esteban. As if that 
weren’t enough, he also has to 
shoot his pit bull because 
Chuckie trained it to kill. 

Fresh offers a matter-of-fact 
slice of life without the highly 
dramatized and stylized com¬ 
ponents of other movies about 
similar subjects. Some of the 
scenes almost seem like a docu¬ 
mentary. With its grayish tones 
the film seems to say, “This is 
it. This was my life. This is how 
I’m changing my life,” instead 
of shouting with loud music 
and colors and big budgets 
about the ’hood and how 
fucked up it is. 

The whole movie is charged 
emotionally, politically and in 
every other way, but Fresh 
keeps his reactions low-key. He 
knows that to complete his 
plan, he must keep his head. On 
the surface possibly this is why 
people thought the movie was 
light. But they didn’t look very 
hard at the film. Anyone who 
considers this “light” did not 
get the point. T

Out 
for Fun

ow, let’s get one thing 
straight: it’s hard to 
define what a gay bar 
is anymore. 

Some bars - for example, 
Hamburger Mary’s, one of 
our longtime favorites - have 
become so trendy, stylish, and 
yuppiefied that they hardly 
qualify as what we used to 
know as “a gay bar.” 

From San Jose north to 
Guerneville - including the 
East Bay - there are at least 130 
bars that claim to be gay bars. 
In the old days a bar might not 
want to admit it was gay. Now 
it’s the other way around. They 
lose business if they admit 
they’re straight. 

The old joke has it that a 
tourist asks a San Francisco res¬ 
ident if he can direct him to a 
gay bar in the city. 

“Just look for any one that is 
crowded,” the answer goes. If 
it’s not crowded in San 
Francisco, it must be a straight 
bar. 

Actually, the number of gay 
bars in San Francisco has dwin¬ 
dled substantially in the past 20 
years, according to Rodney 
McDonald, new president of 
the Tavern Guild of San 
Francisco, Inc. 

While the Castro has pretty 
much quieted down from what 
it was 20 years ago, McDonald 
says many of the bigger dance 
clubs are now in the South of 
Market area (SoMa). The 1015 
Club on Folsom and the DV8 
on Natoma are among the hot 
new clubs catering to a younger 
twentyish clientele. 

The Endup at 995 Harrison 
(and Sixth) becomes different 
things to different people on 
different nights and is usually 
jammed to a point where the 
walls reverberate. 

McDonald ranks The Cafe 
above the Gauntlet at Market 
and Castro for women and The 
San Francisco Eagle, 398 
Twelfth (at Harrison), for men 
as probably the biggest bars in 
the city from the standpoint of 
weekend popularity and atten¬ 
dance. 

“Newest member to step up 
to the plate,” McDonald says, is 
the Ranch Oasis at 278 
Eleventh Street. That popular 
spot went from straight hip hop 
to gay country western with 
amazing success. 

McDonald himself is the 
proprietor of McDonald’s Pub 
at Seventh and Market, which 
he says is a “mixed” old 
Tenderloin-type bar “where it 
really doesn’t matter what your 
sexual preferences are.” 

McDonald says the Tavern 
Guild currently has 27 mem¬ 
bers, and 25 of these are classed 
as gay bars. 

One of the newer bars on the 
scene is the Motorwerks at 
Valencia and Market, where the 
old Lily’s was. 

ow much is a bottle 
of beer in a bar? 
Specifically, a queer 
bar? 

It depends on the quality, the 
timing, and of course the spe¬ 
cials. 

A random look at beer prices 
in a few of the more popular

History Lessons on NBC

The October 4 broadcast of the NBC news program Dateline 
featured a gay high school teacher whose career is on the line. 
After he showed his class a film about the holocaust, Mehlville 
High School teacher Rodney Wilson displayed a poster of the var¬ 
ious patches worn by those incarcerated in the Nazi concentration 
camps. The poster included the pink triangle and Wilson told his 
class, “As a gay man, I would have been forced to wear the pink 
triangle.” After a period of silence, his students literally applaud¬ 
ed Wilson’s decision to come out in the classroom. 

According to the Dateline report, however, school officials 
have been less enlightened than Wilson’s students. Ronald Jones, 
the principal of Mehlville High School, described Wilson’s state¬ 
ment as “inappropriate conduct” Bob Rodgers, the 
Superintendent of Schools, agreed and suggested that references 
to homosexuality have no place in the curriculum. 

The Dateline report provided Rodney Wilson with a fair forum 
to rebut such homophobic assertions. Wilson noted that the 800- 
page history book he used contained no mention of lesbian or gay 
people and that he was only trying to “stop the silence.” 

“I simply stated a historical fact,” Wilson said, “that gays were 
persecuted by the Nazis. I stated another fact, that 1 am gay. And 
I put those two facts together” 

Wilson added, “If it causes one kid to stop believing that gay 
people are monsters, then that’s a good thing.” 

The Dateline report also noted that, despite four years of 
“glowing” evaluations, Wilson’s job is now in jeopardy. He is up 
for tenure this spring.

Donahue’s Balancing Act 

Recently, Esther Newton - the lesbian author of Mother Camp, 
a book about drag - was asked to be a guest on an episode of Phil 
Donahue’s popular TV talk show (scheduled for an October 11 
broadcast date). Other guests included a well-known drag queen 
and the stars of the movie The Adventures of Priscilla, Queen of 
the Desert. Hours before the taping, Newton was informed that 
Paul Cameron - a quack psychologist and arch-homophobe - 
would also be amongst the panel of guests. Cameron’s appear¬ 
ance would provide “balance,” Donahue’s producer’s argued. 

Before the show was taped, the producers had been provided 
with ample documentation demonstrating that Cameron conduct¬ 
ed fraudulent “research” on homosexuality and had no credibili¬ 
ty as an expert on human sexuality. Nonetheless, they insisted on 
keeping Cameron in the line-up. Adrienne Wheeler - the 
Donahue producer who booked Cameron - assured Esther 
Newton that “Phil would handle Cameron” and expose the pseu¬ 
do-psychologist’s disreputable career in hate-mongering. 

According to Esther Newton, the talk show host did not “han¬ 
dle” Cameron at all. Instead, Phil’s guests were left to fend for 
themselves. Once again, lesbian/gay/transgendered guests were 
forced into a debate with a homophobic lunatic, a move that too- 
often precludes any focused discussion of the issues that are (pur¬ 
portedly) at hand. 

Would the producers of Donahue require Spike Lee to sit on 
stage with a member of the KKK, in order to “balance” a discus¬ 
sion of the director’s film work? Could they insist that an inter¬ 
view with the cast of Schindler's List would be “unfair” unless a 
neo-Nazi was invited to participate? Journalists routinely include 
homophobic bigots in the coverage of any lesbian or gay subject. 
As Larry Gross of the University of Pennsylvania points out, this 
insidious media bias promotes “a dueling experts circus routine 
that legitimates homophobes as morally equal to gays.”

On a Personal Note ... 

It seems that the San Diego Union-Tribune adheres to a het¬ 
erosexist double-standard when it comes to printing “personals.” 
According to journalist Rex Wockner, the newspaper bans the use 
of the words “gay” and “lesbian” in the personal ads that are pub¬ 
lished each Thursday and Sunday. Oddly, it’s okay for ad copy to 
read “man seeks other man for fun,” but not “gay man seeks other 
gay man for fun.” 

Additionally, heterosexual personal ads are printed under the 
headings “Men Seeking Women” or “Women Seeking Men.” 
However, lesbian and gay personals are all restricted to the cate¬ 
gory “Seeking Just a Friend.” The newspaper’s Classifieds 
Director, Erin Coates, explained: “We feel those ads that are clas¬ 
sified under ‘Seeking Just A Friend’ allow people to kind of read 
between the lines.” When questioned abut the ban on the words 
“lesbian” and “gay” in these personal ads, Coates again replied, 
“They’re thinly veiled. Readers can read between the lines.” 

Suggesting that “readers can read between the lines” for les¬ 
bian and gay content is a poor excuse for homophobic censorship.

Lesbians and gays around 
the world have been as trans¬ 
fixed as their heterosexual 
counterparts by the mystery 
surrounding the murders of 
football star OJ. Simpson’s ex- 
wife Nicole and model/waiter 
Ron Goldman last June 12 in 
Brentwood, California. And gay 
journalists, anxious to cover the 
story, have privately fretted at 
not having a “gay angle” to 
what promises to be the “trial of 
the century” as the best legal 
minds in the country try to cre¬ 
ate doubt that O.J. murdered the 
two, and prosecutors try to 
prove that he did. Simpson has 
pleaded innocent to the crimes. 

It’s not for lack of snooping 
that gay journalists have been 
sidelined. Immediately after 
Goldman’s picture was released 
to the news media, phone and 
fax lines burned up trying to 
discover if he was gay. After all, 
he was a handsome model/wait¬ 
er who was described as “only a 
friend” to “fun-loving” Nicole 
Brown Simpson. But despite 
rumors, nothing indicated that 
Goldman was gay. 

Then there were the stories 
about O.J.’s father having been 
a drag queen who died of AIDS. 
Straight-faced speculators have 
opined on talk shows such as 
Gera Ido, and in supermarket 
tabloid cover stories, that shame 
over his father’s alleged homo¬ 
sexuality drove the man’s man 
football hero to rage and com¬ 
mit domestic violence, and 
then, maybe, they posited, to 
commit murder. While perhaps 
mentioning the father story in 
passing, gay journalists have 
resisted running with this psy¬ 
chological gobbledygook. 

But now, in the heat of fren¬ 
zied competition, the Star, a 
supermarket tabloid, reports in 
its September 27 issue that 
three weeks before she was 
murdered, Nicole “fell into the 
arms” of and fell in love with 
her best girlfriend, Faye 
Resnick. Since neither Nicole 
nor Faye Resnick were known 
to frequent local lesbian hang¬ 
outs, the story rests entirely 
upon hearsay from the Star's 
unnamed “impeccable sources.” 

On May 24, the Star reports, 
Nicole Brown Simpson 
rebuffed her ex-husband O.J.’s 
attempts at reconciliation by 
giving him back an expensive 
bracelet he’d given her for her 
35th birthday five days earlier, 
telling him she “cannot be 
bought.” She then moved out of 
the $5-million Brentwood man¬ 
sion on Rockingham Avenue 
into a $600,000 condo nearby 
on Bundy Drive. It was there 
that she was “comforted” by 
“twice-divorced socialite” Faye 
Resnick, a “self-confessed 
cocaine addict and her closest 
confidante over the final 
months of her tormented life” 
who’d been living for two years 
with Santa Monica chiropractor 
Christian Reichart. 

According to the Star, 
Nicole confided her “romantic 
liaison with Faye” to two close 
friends, one of whom gave the 
Star the “exclusive” dirt. After 
bumping into Nicole in 
Brentwood, the close friend 
asked about reconciliation 
attempts. Nicole allegedly 
replied: “I’ve broken it off. ... I

have made a decision. It is all 
over. O.J. is not doing well with 
the situation. He is going 
crazy.” 

The friend then reports she 
asked Nicole if there was any¬ 
one else. “She didn’t look par¬ 
ticularly happy,” the friend told 
the Star, “and said mysterious¬ 
ly: ‘Well ... there might be.’ 
When I asked her if it was 
someone I knew, she said: ‘It 
isn’t what you think ... It is to 
do with Faye.’ I pressed her for 
more: ‘What do you mean?’ I 
asked. It was then that Nicole 
finally admitted: ‘I love my 
girlfriend.’” 

The friend “challenged” 
Nicole, asking, “Isn’t there 
something really wrong with 
this?” to which Nicole allegedly 
responded: “O.J. isn’t doing 
well, and I’m safer with Faye.” 

Yet another friend revealed 
to the Star how “party girl 
Resnick” told her about the 
romance with Nicole. “Faye 
described to me how a dis¬ 
traught Nicole collapsed sob¬ 
bing into her arms. She told 
Faye: ‘What can I do? O.J. says 
he’ll kill me if I see another 
guy. But I need someone to love 
me.’” That was ostensibly the 
beginning of the affair, which 
the friend begged the Star not to 
present “like some cheap les¬ 
bian fantasy. It wasn’t like that 
at all. This relationship was 
bom out of a deep need for love 
and understanding on Nicole’s 
part. It was her desperate cry for 
help. Faye provided comfort for 
Nicole and a shoulder for her to 
cry on. She was afraid to have a 
guy because of O.J.’s insane 
jealousy. There was nowhere 
else for her to turn.” 

One Nicole “insider” took 
the information to the District 
Attorney’s office and told pros¬ 
ecutor Marcia Clark, the Star 
reports. The defense is alleged¬ 
ly aware of the reports as well. 
According to the Star, the 
friend also told Clark that “O.J. 


had threatened Faye. He told 
her: ‘If you don’t stay away 
from Nicole, you’ll be sorry.’ 
That was in the last month of 
her life. I witnessed firsthand 
(Continued on page 23)

ll|\|i he sound of young 
Northern California 
men extolling the 
virtues of “Deep 
Springs” might make casual lis¬ 
teners believe they were over¬ 
hearing a slang discussion of a 
mattress or sex act, but that isn’t 
the case. Actually, Deep 
Springs is a college located 
about eight hours from the Bay 
Area. 

It is also the college ranked 
in this year’s Princeton Review 
Student Access Guide to the 
Best 306 Colleges as the 
nation’s most gay-friendly cam¬ 
pus. 

The rankings in the 1995 
Review, published late last 
month by a division of Random 
House, are based on the anony¬ 
mous reports of 48,000 college 
students nationwide and how 
they perceive their schools. And 
after compiling and sorting all 
the data, the book states 
unequivocally that the gay com¬ 
munity is most accepted at 
Deep Springs College on the 
California/Nevada border. (The 
worst college for gay students, 
where they are most likely to be 
ostracized, is Lafayette College 
in Easton, Pennsylvania, on the 
New Jersey border.) 

The students at Deep 
Springs not only put it at the top 
of the Review's list of great 
places for gay and lesbian stu¬ 
dents, but also the number one 
school where professors make 
themselves accessible; where 
the best quality of life is 
offered; where students from 
different backgrounds get 
along; where students are happy 
with financial aid - they should: 
each one “receives a full schol¬ 
arship valued at over $20,000 
covering tuition, room, and 
board,” according to the 
school’s brochure - and where 
lots of soft drinks are available. 

Not available on campus: 
alcohol and marijuana, accord¬ 
ing to both the brochure and its 
students, who ranked it “stone- 
cold sober” to the Princeton 
Review. 

The sobriety, according to 
the brochure, springs from the 
school philosophy that “when a 
student is fulfilling his respon¬ 
sibilities to the community and 
engaging in what makes Deep 
Springs unique, he does not 


have time to ... use incapacitat¬ 
ing substances.” The only other 
“ground rule” enforced at the 
college is that the students are 
enjoined from “leaving the val¬ 
ley except when on business for 
the college, or in an emer¬ 
gency.” 

In exchange for the solitude 
- the college is located halfway 
between Death Valley and 
Yosemite National Park, 30 
miles from the nearest town - 
the brochure promises “an 
intensity of personal and intel¬ 
lectual challenge not found at 
other colleges or universities.” 

What that means in layman’s 
terms is that students engage in 
a rigorous academic program 
with a faculty of five to seven 
professors, govern themselves, 
and participate in the grueling 
physical work involved in run¬ 
ning the cattle and alfalfa ranch 
that is a crucial component of 
the college. Several students’ 
days begin before dawn; every¬ 
one works at least 20 hours a 
week. The jobs range from col¬ 
lecting eggs to digging ditches, 
from inoculating cattle to main¬ 
taining the library. 

‘The labor program is not a 


way for students to pay for their 
time at Deep Springs,” the 
brochure makes clear. “Nor is 
its purpose to teach skills. The 
labor program exists to help 
students develop self-discipline, 
self-reliance, and an awareness 
of their responsibilities to the 
immediate community of Deep 
Springs and the larger commu¬ 
nity behind it.” 

Not that academia is ignored 
- far from it. The cowboys 
come back from their chores 
and head to such tough courses 
as Neurophysiology and 
Calculus, in classes that never 
exceed 12 students. The average 
class has four to eight. All in all, 
as one second-year student put 
it in the brochure, “Academics 
here are more than study. We 
read Emerson and hike in the 
valley, read Tocqueville and 
work through democracy, read 
Marx and labor in the field.” 
And get along great with their 
gay fellow students, to boot.

Gay-Friendly Church Provides 
‘An Invitation to the Truth’

In 1986, James “Walker” 
Lawer became the second open¬ 
ly gay man to be ordained into 
the United Church of Christ and 
was told that the future looked 
bright for gays and lesbians in 
their church. Since that time, 
many more homosexuals have 
been ordained and have brought 
with them the commitment to 
diversity and acceptance of all 
people in their communities. 

The United Church of 
Christ’s (UCC) First 
Congregational Church in San 
Francisco is a mainstream, 
“Open and Affirming” congre¬ 
gation that welcomes and 
respects diversity in gender, 
nationality, race and sexual ori¬ 
entation. Lawer moved to San 
Francisco, with his lover of five 
years, to become its co-pastor in 
July. 

‘The UCC has taken a strong 
stand for gays and lesbians,” 
Lawer told the Bay Area 
Reporter in a recent interview. 
‘They chose me because I was 
gay. We like to stay on the cut¬ 
ting edge of. social issues.” 

Lawer spent much of his 
childhood overseas in Europe; 
his father was stationed in the 
military in France and that is 
where, at the age of 13, Lawer 
had his first homosexual experi¬ 
ence. He later married and had 
two children. It took years, he 
acknowledged, for him to come 
to terms with his struggle over 
his identity, as well as his faith. 

After coming out to his fam¬ 
ily, he went to the United 
Church of Christ to join the 
seminary - but first, he made a 
point to reveal his homosexual¬ 
ity, stating that it was an impor¬ 
tant part of who he was and the 
church would have to accept it. 

“I wanted to deal successful¬ 
ly with being gay before enter¬ 
ing the seminary,” Lawer said. 
The church agreed and accepted 
him with no reservations. 

The First Congregational 
Church was founded in 1849 
and is part of the United Church 
of Christ, the denomination that 
joined the Congregational- 
Christian Churches, 

Evangelical and Reformed 
Churches in 1957. These organi¬ 
zations derived from the pil¬ 
grims who stood against 
oppressive rule. 

The First Congregational 
Church brought Lawer to San 
Francisco as part of a revitaliza¬ 
tion to rebuild the church com¬ 
munity. 

“I want to help the commu¬ 
nity move towards a new future 
and to get to know other clergy 
to work with them,” Lawer said. 

Lawer states that God is not 


only present in church, but in 
every person, and that some 
people in the gay community 
may be rejecting religion or 
God because of painful experi¬ 
ences they have suffered due to 
ideals of organized religions. 

“There’s good reason why 
people are against organized 
church. You hear all the stories 
that keep reinforcing negative 
feelings,” Lawer said. 

He said that gays and les¬ 
bians have suffered tremen¬ 
dously through religious perse¬ 
cution, and that part of his mes¬ 
sage is to end the belief that 
homosexuals are not part of 
God’s family. 

“Here’s an invitation to the 
truth. There isn’t a single 
answer,” Lawer said. “Churches 
in general claim to know all 
about God and they damage 
people. And most who damage 
through religion do not apolo¬ 
gize. As homosexuals, we’ve 
had our identities messed with. 
So, we are in the right place to 
be asking spiritual questions. 
Who are you? That’s your 
responsibility. I would consider 
it wrong to make you see it my 
way.” 

Lawer knows that life’s 
questions and answers can be a 
terrible struggle. His own deci¬ 
sion to leave his family to join 
the church, for example, was a 
painful but necessary choice. 

“Ask yourself questions to 
keep you honest in your own 
life, “ he said. “I am called to 
accountability with God. He is 
present in truth, compassion, 
hope, social justice, and heal¬ 
ing.” 

Lawer feels that there are 
spiritual needs that are not 
being acknowledged inside gay 
culture. 

“In many religions, homo¬ 
sexuals are considered the low¬ 
est of the low - next to whores,” 
he continued, saying that gays 
need to rise above the hatred 
and bigotry they face daily. 

“We should find a way to 
live which honors God,” he told 
the B.A.R. 

Lawer feels that forgiveness 
and patience are crucial for gay 
spiritual health, especially with 
the AIDS crisis needing so 
much of the community’s atten¬ 
tion. 

“The UCC was the first 
church to write resolutions on 
AIDS issues,” he observed 
proudly. 

Lawer is still in the process 
of settling into his new home 
and job, but is not wasting any 
time reaching out to the com¬ 
munity and exploring the city 
to see who is interested in talk¬ 
ing about God, the church, or 
about any of life’s many ques¬ 



tions. 

“I certainly don’t believe 
that God has to be a male,” 
Lawer added, “but I do know 
God is the energy of love and 
compassion that is inclusive of 
all kinds of life. Wherever I see 
people celebrating the joy of 
love, that to me is the presence 
of God.” 

The First Congregational 
Church is located on the comer 
of Post and Mason Streets.

To illustrate his point, 
Zingale refers to the Hancock 
amendment, a 1994 measure 
that would “deny any federal 
funds to any school where a 
counselor said anything positive 
to a gay kid, or where there is an 
AIDS prevention program.” It 
was defeated by only 35 votes in 
the House of Representatives, 
Zingale observes, a margin that 
could conceivably disappear in 
the next election. 

‘Take the partisan stuff out of 
it, ideologically, people are say¬ 
ing there will be a shift of from 
20 to 40 votes in the House,” he 
says. 

“Imagine we come back to 
Congress where they can just 
pummel us with these anti-gay 
amendments.” That’s the fear. 

The positive hope is to build 
on support for the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act 
(ENDA) introduced this sum¬ 
mer with a record number of co¬ 
sponsors. It is the first signifi¬ 
cant piece of federal civil rights 
legislation for lesbians and gays 
that has a chance of being enact¬ 
ed into law. 

Zingale is marshaling the 
resources of HRCF for congres¬ 
sional races. The organization 
has readied a background book¬ 
let that educates candidates, 
showing them how to frame lan¬ 
guage of the debate on gay and 
lesbian issues. It aims to raise 
about $800,000 in contributions 
and has already distributed more 
than half that amount to candi¬ 
dates. It is also encouraging its 
members to volunteer with cam¬ 
paigns and will send staff into 
the field to work beside them. 

The new political action 
committee AIDSPAC set up 
operations earlier this year to 
help congressional candidates 
who support progressive AIDS 


policies and funding. Most of its 
initial efforts are going into 
developing a donor base and 
educating candidates on the 
issues. However, it hopes to 
contribute up to $50,000, spread 
across various races. 

Treasurer Tom Sheridan sees 
this election 
cycle as “an 
opportunity to 
establish a 
reputation as a 
bipartisan 
PAC, one that 
is interested in 
incumbents 
and chal¬ 
lengers, and is 
also interested 
in rewarding 
friends and punishing enemies.” 

“If we get involved in a few 
targeted races, the community 
can make a difference. We made 
a difference in the Clinton race,” 
said Zingale. Then he added 
with a slight sigh, “For what it 
was worth.” 

And that is one of the chal¬ 
lenges of this election. Many in 
the community feel burned by 
their support of Bill Clinton and 
are either forsaking politics or 
are becoming much more selec¬ 
tive in their support. 


Congressional Races 


House of Represen¬ 
tatives: All 435 members are 
up for reelection. Most 
observers feel the Democrats 
will lose seats but retain control 
of the house. However, as 
Zingale observed, the partisan 
make-up tells less than the 
whole story: the body is likely 
to become ideologically more 
conservative, because of the 
retirement of supportive old-line 
liberals who chair key commit¬ 
tees. 

Newer and younger mem¬ 
bers, challengers for open seats, 
tend to be more supportive of

No other openly 
gay candidates have made it into 
the general election for 
Congress. 

The Senate: It greatly 
concerns Zingale. Not only is 
there likelihood of a further ide¬ 
ological shift to the right, there 
is also possibility of an actual 
shift of control from a Democrat 
to a Republican majority. That 
would mean Ted Kennedy CD¬ 
MA) would no longer chair the 
important Education and Labor 
committee. He has used that 
position to push for AIDS legis¬ 
lation and lesbian and gay issues 
such as ENDA. 

California: Incumbent 

Democrat Dianne Feinstein is 
pitted against Republican chal¬ 
lenger Michael Huffington - a 
freshman Housemember from 
California’s 22nd district - in 
what polls show to be a close 
race. 

‘There is nothing but good 
news for us out there because 
Huffington is a co-sponsor of 
ENDA,” says Zingale. “It is not 
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to empower people to open up 
the dialogue and take charge of 
their own health decisions. For 
details—and a free booklet 
about your rights as a patient 
and how to assert them—call:

hand, Huffington voted against 
banning gays and lesbians from 
military service and Feinstein 
vetoed domestic partnerships in 
San Francisco during her tenure 
as mayor. 

HRCF is supporting 
Feinstein, Zingale says, because 
' she “has a pretty solid record of 
aggressive leadership,” while 
Huffing-ton “has relatively no 
re- cord. So clearly, we go 
with what we know works.” 




Massachusetts: Ken¬ 
nedy believes he is in the elec¬ 
toral fight of his life. It isn’t 
because neophyte Republican 
Mitt Romney is so formidable, 
polls show, but because many 
people 
believe 
32 years 
in the 
senate is 
time 
enough. 
The 
Kennedy 
mystique 
may be 
wearing a 
bit thin. 
Romney 
won the 
- Repub¬

Mitt Romney 


Pennsylvania: Democrat 
Harris Wofford was elected two 
years ago in a special election. 
His history of work in civil 
rights earned him a $10,000 
contribution from HRCF and 
support from the gay communi¬ 
ty- 

Since then, he has been a 
major disappointment in the 
senate, inaccessible to gay con¬ 
stituents, and voting wrong on 
the military issue. He refuses to 
cosponsor ENDA, the only 
Democrat on the Education and 
Labor committee to take that 
position. 

HRCF cited lack of co-spon¬ 
sorship as reason for not con¬ 
tributing to his campaign. The 
election should be a close one. 

Virginia: Former Marines 
Ollie North and Chuck Robb 
duke it out in one of the nation’s 
most watched senate races. 
Questions have been raised 
about the personal integrity of 
both. Robb is no liberal, but he 
did support allowing gays in the 
military, and the community has 
embraced his campaign. North 
is the posterboy of gay bashers. 

Zingale thinks that “money is 
going to make a difference 
because the conventional givers 
are afraid to give to Robb, 
because they think he is going 
down.” Zingale calls it “their 



most important senate race.” 
Apparently so do HRCF mem¬ 
bers, as they responded strongly 
to a fundraising appeal high¬ 
lighting that contest. 

Robb’s campaign to date has 
been char¬ 
acteristic 
of him - 
deadly 
dull.

Ballot Initiatives_ 


Anti-gay initiatives remain 
on the ballot, statewide in 
Oregon and Idaho, and in small¬ 
er jurisdictions. HRCF, the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force, and Gay and Lesbian 
Americans have contributed 
personnel and technical assis¬ 
tance in various forms. 

Several national organiza¬ 
tions pooled their mailing list to 
send a joint letter asking mem¬ 
bers for direct contributions to 
those ballot campaigns. The ini¬ 
tial response has been very pos¬ 
itive. HRCF has also written 
checks of $25,000 and $20,000 
respectively to the state cam¬ 
paigns. 

Polling data on these types of 
votes has proven to be notori¬ 
ously inaccurate, so it is difficult 
to predict the outcomes. 


Gay Candidates 


The Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Funds has a bumper crop of 26 
openly gay and lesbian candi¬ 
dates it is supporting for state 
and local offices this year. By 
mid-September they had raised 
and passed on over $350,000, 
said executive director William 
Way bourn. 

The Victory Fund evaluates 
and endorses candidates and 
then passes that information on 
to its 4,300 members. Each 
member has pledged to write at 
least two $100 checks for indi¬ 
vidual candidates, but are free to 
choose which candidates to sup¬ 
port. 

Heading up the list are 
Democrats Tony Miller, who 
was appointed California 
Secretary of State and is now 
trying to get elected on his 
own, and Karen Burstein, 
running for Attorney General 
in New York. Miller is given 
the edge in his race because 
he is the incumbent. Burstein 
has a tougher contest, having 
won the September primary 
with only 31 percent of the 
vote. Both should be close 
races. 

“This year could really 
change history for the 90s and 
beyond,” says Wayboum, “when 
you think that we could have 
two openly gay statewide elect¬ 
ed officials.” 

He points to other likely 
causes for celebration, as well: 
the possible elections of a judge 
in Florida and the first state leg¬ 
islator in Missouri, and addi¬ 
tions to the number of legisla¬ 
tors in Oregon, among the pend¬ 
ing contests. ▼

Finally, Dianne Feinstein Revealed

“Dianne was still in grade 
school when her mother tried to 
drown her little sister in the 
bath.” So opens the just-pub¬ 
lished, remarkable and com¬ 
pelling biography, Dianne 
Feinstein: Never Let Them See 
You Cry by San Francisco 
Chronicle editorial page editor 
Jerry Roberts. Through a richly 
detailed story Roberts reveals 
what’s underneath the veneer of 
California’s star senator, who is 
now in the political battle of her 
life. 

But, as Roberts pointed out 
in a September 30 interview, 
Feinstein’s no stranger to fierce 
battles: as an unrecovered adult 
child of an alcoholic, she’s been 
fighting forces from within and 
without throughout her life. It’s 
a life filled with complex con¬ 
tradictions. 

Feinstein’s childhood of 
wealth and beauty, for instance, 
was undercut and overwhelmed 
by her unstable, abusive mother. 
Her triumph, aside from becom¬ 
ing one of the state’s first female 
senators (with Barbara Boxer), 
is her sheer determination not 
only to survive but win in the 
political game, Roberts sug¬ 
gests. And yet she’s still trying 
to prove herself worthy. 

In a 1986 interview with San 
Francisco writer Carol Pogash, 
Feinstein enumerated twelve 
“rules for getting ahead.” One of 
those rules was this: “Do not 
cry. Ever. If you’ve got to bite 
off your tongue or close your 
eyes so tight that nobody can 
see what’s in them, do it. 
Because a man can cry and 
somehow it doesn’t bother any¬ 
body. If a woman cries, it’s an 
immediate, destructive thing 
that goes out and that everybody 
seems to remember.” 

Feinstein illustrated how she 
fuses the personal with the polit¬ 
ical when she took the Senate 
floor during the recent assault 
weapon debate. Idaho 
Republican Senator Larry Craig 
criticized her description of the 
weapon used by a gunman to 
kill 21 and wound 19 at a fast 
food restaurant in San Diego. 
He concluded with: “So, the 
gentlelady from California 
needs to become a little bit more 
familiar with firearms and their 
deadly characteristics.” 

Femstein’s response trans¬ 
fixed the Senate. “I am quite 
familiar with firearms. I became 
mayor as a product of assassina¬ 
tion. ... I proposed gun control 
legislation in San Francisco. I 
went through a recall on the 
basis of it. I was trained in the 
shooting of a firearm when I had 
terrorist attacks, with a bomb at 
my house, when my husband 
was dying, when I had windows 
shot out. Senator, I know some¬ 
thing about what firearms can 
do.” Both the house and senate 
narrowly passed the ban. 

And yet, for all the internal 
discipline exerted to keep her 
private life private, there are 
moments when she loses con¬ 
trol. Her authoritative style and 
flashes of anger are the rumored 
reasons for constant staff 
turnovers. On the other hand, 
there are moments when 
Feinstein’s “child within” is 
inadvertently revealed. During 
the November 1993 San 
Francisco fundraiser with 
President Clinton, it became 
clear Feinstein wouldn’t make it 
home in time. When she called 
from a plane, Roberts recalls, 


her voice sound “plaintive” as 
she told the crowd: “I’m always 
afraid I’d throw a party and no 
one would come. Now there’s a 
party thrown for me and I can’t 
come.” 

Roberts, who says his writing 
style was influenced by friend 
and co-worker the late Randy 
Shilts, also noted how those 
“complex contradictions” have 
played out in Feinstein’s roller¬ 
coaster relationship with the les¬ 
bian and gay community. After 
the assassination of Mayor 
George Moscone and Super¬ 
visor Harvey 
Milk, which 
catapulted her 
into the ma¬ 
yor’s office, 
Feinstein 
made a series 
of political 
missteps that 
so alienated 
the gay com¬ 
munity that 
her 1979 mayoral race was seri¬ 
ously jeopardized - until she 
pulled it out with a simple apolo¬ 
gy: “Maybe at times I have been 
insensitive,” she acknowledged, 
but added, “It wasn’t because of 
any calculated reason. 

“If I said things that the com¬ 
munity has found offensive or 
doesn’t understand, I apologize 
for that.” She was elected San 
Francisco’s first woman mayor 
on her third try. 

One of her first and most 
impressive leadership efforts 
was funding programs for what 
was later identified as AIDS. 
The programs became the 
model for the country. But then, 
roughly mid-term, contrary to 
her political advisers but heed¬ 
ing the archbishop and her 
rabbi, Feinstein vetoed a domes¬ 
tic partnership measure pushed 
by Supervisor Harry Britt. She 
apparently made no connection 
between her own premarital 
relationship with Richard Blum 
and the domestic partnerships 
sought both by gays and unmar¬ 
ried heterosexuals. The gay 
community felt betrayed and 
took it out on her by joining in 
the recall effort. 

Feinstein’s triumph over the 
recall launched her as a major 
statewide political figure. But 
gays did not forget that veto and 
stayed out of her 1990 gover¬ 
nor’s race against Pete Wilson. 
By 1992 Feinstein had mended 
fences and easily won the senior 
senate seat from John Seymour 
in the enthusiastic “pro-change” 
voting atmosphere. In fact, 
some gays preferred Feinstein’s 
more moderate approach to the 
unabashedly liberal Boxer. 

Feinstein became a star in the 
senate. She stood with Boxer to 
fight for Roberta Achtenberg’s 
federal appointment: carried 
hate crime legislation in the 
Crime Bill (Roberts says she 
created a “sea-change” in the 
senate by taking on the NRA); 
fought for increased AIDS fund¬ 
ing; and succeeded where Alan 
Cranston had failed on the 
Desert Bill. But her vote on an 
anti-gay Helms amendment and 
her conservative approach to 
healthcare reform once again 
have her on the defensive. 

She has explained the Helms 
vote as an agreement among 
Senate colleagues not to make 
Jesse Helms “a martyr.” They 
knew that the amendment would 
be killed in conference - as it 
has been. But many gays are 
nonetheless furious, prompting 
concern among others that her

campaign may be in jeopardy 
again - and, if Republicans 
score big gains in the national 
November election, losing 
Feinstein could mean the loss of 
the deciding vote in the senate. 

Roberts says Washington 
insiders are confused about why 


Feinstein is having so much 
trouble in California. But, he 
notes, “it’s very weird out 
there.” And the race between 
Feinstein and her Republican 
opponent Mike Huffington 
(“still a blank slate”) is 
“uncharted territory,” with 


Huffington reportedly willing to 
spend up to $26 million to win. 
“I don’t think anybody in 
America’s run a campaign with 
an unlimited budget before,” he 
said. But, he added, “I still think 
she can pull it out.” It depends 
on voter turnout. ▼

Gays Push for Recognition 
Of 19th Century Gay Leader 


A Gay Rights Pioneer 


“They had locked up his love in science’s wax- 
figure cabinet 

of monsters, deformities, and monstrosities of 
all kinds.”

lllll ip! aybe he remains the hero you’ve 
never heard of; many people have no 
idea who he was or how much he 
shaped their lives. 

Karl Heinrich Ulrichs died 99 years ago, but 
his message lives on, in the form of the gay rights 
movement he started when he was literally the 
only known out-of-the-closet gay activist, any¬ 
where, in the middle of the last century. He was an 
“in-your-face queer” at a time when that phrase 
would have meant nothing to anyone - and as 
such, his 20th century admirers say, his legend 
deserves to live on and get greater regard. 

Now a push is on to get Ulrichs more of the 
recognition he deserves, and to add historical per¬ 
spective to a gay movement that, by Ulrichs’s own 
reckoning, would have turned 130 years old last 
May 26 (see sidebar). 

Floridians Michael Lombard and Paul Nash 
have begun a nationwide drive to focus next year’s 
gay pride celebrations on the man they applaud as 
“the first known, proud to be out, gay rights advo¬ 
cate in a homophobic society.” They suggest that 
committee members for 1995 gay events focus on 
the 100th anniversary of his death with the theme: 
“Karl Heinrich Ulrichs (d. 1895) 100 Years of 
Pride in ’95.” 

“Before Ulrichs, not one gay rights activist or 
supporter had actually come right out and said the 
were gay, as he did,” Lombard and Nash insist. 
“Only Ulrichs went on to speak and write that 
homosexuality is natural and healthy. He led the 
way to all that has happened since.” 

After ten years of researching Karl Ulrichs’s 
writings and theories, former mathematics profes¬ 
sor Hubert Kennedy has written the biography 
Ulrichs: The Life and Works of Karl Heinrich 
Ulrichs, Pioneer of the Modem Gay Movement , 
an excellent resource for learning about the mod¬ 
em world’s first outspoken gay. 

Ulrichs was born in northwestern Germany on 
August 28, 1825. He studied law at Berlin 
University, passed the bar in the 1850s, and 
worked in the civil service near Hanover. He soon 
became dissatisfied, quit the civil service, and 
turned to journalism. At 37, he accepted his homo¬ 
sexuality and came out to his family. 

Ulrichs called gay men “Urnings” since the 
word “homosexual” had not yet been coined. 

Motivated in the 1860s by the suicide of a gay 
man, Ulrichs began to research and write exten¬ 
sively about homosexuality. His controversial 
studies on the subject - a dozen books in all, com¬ 
bining anger, humor, and clear thinking in his his¬ 
torical and early defense of lesbians and gay men 
- were banned. They were also widely read. 

As a member of the Association of German

• Originated the “third sex” theory 
(asserting the condition is inborn and nat¬ 
ural); 

• Outlined the first known by-laws for a 
gay organization; 

• Suggested fundraising to aid gay 
bashing victims; 

• Identified May 26, 1864 (the day the 
ban on his books was lifted) as the begin¬ 
nings of a movement.

Jurists, he addressed that body of 500 lawyers and 
judges in 1867 and demanded they discuss homo¬ 
sexuality. 

He was shouted down. 

He was also jailed for political activism, twice. 

Unhappy with the Prussian domination in 
Germany and the spread of its anti-gay laws, 
Ulrichs went into self-exile in 1880. He went to 
central Italy, supporting himself with the help of 
friends and by writing and tutoring. He died July 
14,1895, in L’Aquila. 

‘The courage and integrity of Ulrichs, a centu¬ 
ry ago, remains an inspiration,” Kennedy con¬ 
cludes. 

Kennedy’s book will be among the thousands 
in the eagerly anticipated James Hormel Gay and 
Lesbian Center, due to open at the new San 
Francisco Public Library under the direction of 
James E. Van Buskirk. T

Oregonians Fight the Right

PORTLAND—The No on 
13 Campaign (formerly called 
Save Our Communities PAC) 
has been holding a number of 
creative fundraising events 
throughout Oregon to stop the 
anti-gay efforts of the Oregon 
Citizens Alliance (OCA), the 
most recent of which was the 
“Panorama ‘94 Auction For No 
on 13” at the Portland Museum 
North Wing (formerly the 
Masonic Temple) on October 7. 
The “Shop, Dine & Boogie” 
fundraiser on September 24 
included simultaneous house 
parties, dining/shopping at par¬ 
ticipating merchants, and dance 
parties in Portland and other 
cities. 

Hoping to gain an even larg¬ 
er coalition than was achieved 
in the successful No on 9 
Campaign in 1992, the No on 
13 Campaign uses the slogan, 
“DEFEND EVERYONE’S 
BASIC RIGHTS” for its litera¬ 
ture, signs and bumper stickers. 

The Campaign is sponsoring 
a public access cable TV show 
called And Justice For All that is 
being broadcast on several 
cable services. Names are also 
being collected for the No on 13 
Committee of 10,000, for pub¬ 
lic use of those who support 
basic human rights for all citi¬ 
zens. 

The No on 13 Campaign 
held an open house in 
September for its new statewide 
headquarters, to sign up volun¬ 
teers and explain its planned 
strategy to defeat the OCA- 
sponsored state ballot measure. 

Campaign Manager Julie 
Davis said that “we have a lot of 
work to do in the next 60 days 
to accomplish the task of man¬ 
aging the campaign against the 
OCA’s plan to legalize discrim¬ 
ination. We have worked really 
hard to bring together a profes¬ 
sionally-run campaign.” 

Davis added that “we’ve 
done two major statewide polls, 
of 1000 and 700 voters respec¬ 
tively. That polling and its focus 
groups has been the basis for 
how we will develop our mes¬ 
sage, and how we can go out 
and talk to those people who are 
actually undecided on this 
issue.” 

“What we found first of all 


with these polls,” Davis told the 
crowd of about 50, “is that we 
have the ability to win this cam¬ 
paign. It’s within our reach. 
What we have seen through our 
research is that the general pop¬ 
ulation still has a good sense of 
what Ballot Measure 9 was, so 
we have to talk about how 
Ballot Measure 13 is equal to 
that measure.” 

Scot Nakagawa of the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force’s Fight The Right Project 
also encouraged people to get 
involved in fighting the far 
right, including the OCA. 
Nakagawa said he had spent the 
last 18 months traveling about 
150,000 miles around the coun¬ 
try, and that Oregon had been 
discussed a lot. 

“Oregon has been the focal 
point for the battle that’s been 
going on for sometime over 
whether gays and lesbians have 
civil rights. Oregon is a very 
important political struggle, the 
people that I’ve been working 
with feel,” Nakagawa said. 

Davis introduced No on 13 
Campaign staff members, 
including Deputy Campaign 
Manager Holly Pruett, 
Fundraising Director David 
Strah, Volunteer Coordinator 
Fritz King and Coalition 
Director Tony Padilla. Strah 
said they “hope to raise about 
$2.3 million for the campaign.” 
The Campaign plans to send out 
about a million pieces of mail 
before the November 8 election. 

Also in attendance were 
Oregon Representative Mike 
Burton, community activist 
Kathleen Saadat, No on 13 
Steering Committee member 
Carol Auger (a prominent 
Oregon Democrat), and 
Archbishop James Arling of the 
King of Kings Ecumenical 
Catholic Church. 

Saadat said, “We don’t have 
an agenda. This campaign is 
trying to build something that is 
more proactive, and we’ll begin 
to develop that agenda.” Arling 
told that Bay Area Reporter that 
his small branch of the Catholic 
Church is open to diversity, and 
welcomes gays and lesbians. 

Campaign Board of Trustees 
include Ken Harrison, 
Chairman of Portland General 
Electric, Portland attorney Cliff 
Carlsen, openly-lesbian 


Representative Gail Shibley, 
and Rabbi Emanuel Rose of 
Temple Beth Israel, who played 
a prominent role in the No on 9 
Campaign.

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Elders Speaks to Gay Scribblers in Minnesota

Keynote speakers at the National Lesbian and Gay 
Journalists Association Conference, convened in 
Minneapolis/St. Paul September 22-25, included U.S. 
Surgeon General Joycelyn Elders; Congressmember 
Barney Frank; Gays-in-the-Military posterboy Joseph 
Steffan; Los Angeles’s KNBC-TV reporter Garrett 
Glazer; Texas Triangle publisher Kay Longcope; and 
cancer specialist Dr. Katherine O’Hanlan. Kate Clinton 
provided laughter. 

Conference attendees were welcomed by 
Minneapolis Mayor Sharon Sayles Belton, the city’s 
first woman and African-American mayor, who said she 
would not have been elected had it not been for the sup¬ 
port she received from the gay, lesbian, bi, and trans¬ 
gender community. 

Elders was enthusiastically received by the September 
23 luncheon group. She was introduced by former Los 
Angeles Times AIDS reporter Victor Zonana, who now 
holds a top job under Donna Shalala at the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services. He called 
Elders a “beacon of hope.” 

Elders was funny and forthright on a range of sub¬ 
jects, including her own penchant for making controver¬ 
sial “off the cuff” speeches. In fact, she probably didn’t 
help her standing with the religious right, which openly 
loathes her as a symbol of Clinton’s presidency, when 
she started speaking at the conference about the epidem¬ 
ic that has devastated the gay community for 14 years: “If 
America had spent as much time looking at HIV/AIDS 
as looking at O.J. [Simpson],” she said with her usual 
knack for turning a phrase, “we’d be a lot better educat¬ 
ed.” 

She thanked the lesbian and gay community for “act¬ 
ing up” about AIDS - otherwise, she said, “we’d be a lot 
further behind the eight ball than we are” - and wondered 
at how educators can teach people about HIV/AIDS and 
not talk about sex. She noted the .high rate of teen preg¬ 
nancy (500,000 children bom to teens each year) - “and 
we’re still sitting around thinking our children are not 
having sex. ... I wonder how we think these things hap¬ 
pen? 

“I’ve never given out a condom for sexual purposes,” 
she said, but “only to protect children.” 

A special hush fell over the crowd when Elders talked 


about protecting teens from another epidemic: suicide. 
According to her statistics, more than 5,000 teens a year 
commit suicide now - a figure that’s been increasing over 
the past decade - making it the third-leading cause of 
death among 15 - 24-year-olds, with higher rates among 
gay teens and minority youth. She noted that sexual ori¬ 
entation had been “inadequately measured in suicide 
studies” - that since suicide victims’ parents are “the 
least likely” to know if the youth was gay, up to eight 
friends should be interviewed. ‘This is a major public 
health problem,” she said. “The bottom line is that we 


don’t have the data. But it’s important not to blame the 
victim.” 

Elders also talked about how lesbian and gay teens 
suffer anti-gay violence in high schools and are treated as 
“social outcasts, vilified. ... This is unacceptable in our 
society.” But along with the gloomy statistics, Elders did 
offer some hope, voicing her belief that racism, sexism, 
and homophobia perpetrated by “spiritual economists” 
can be countered by comprehensive education started at 
an early age. “Make [children] understand social justice 
in our society,” she urged. ▼

Officials Say City Water Is 
Safe From Cryptosporidium

Alarm bells were sounded 
across the country by a recent 
three-part series on NBC’s 
Dateline about possible risks 
posed by the intestinal parasite 
Cryptosporidium, sweeping 
some local residents along in 
the panic. 

But, according to recent 
information provided to the 
Health Commission and the 
B.A.R. by Ann Kronenberg of 
the Department of Public 
Health, San Francisco’s water 
supply is safe from the parasite. 
That is good news to all city 
residents and visitors who 
remember the havoc it played in 
the Milwaukee area in 1993: a 
Cryptosporidium infestation of 
the water supply there infected 
400,000 people and killed at 
least 100 - a majority of whom 
were people with HIV. 

When ingested by humans, 
Cryptosporidia can cause 
Cryptosporidiosis, a crippling 
infection for people living with 
HTV and other medically vulner¬ 
able populations, including chil¬ 
dren and the elderly. For people 
with severely compromised 
immune systems, the disease is 
incurable and ultimately fatal. 

For that reason, safeguarding 
water supplies from “Crypto” is 
a vital issue for people living 
with HIV here in San Francisco 
and around the nation. 

Brendan Daly, from the office 
of openly gay Massachusetts 
Representative Gerry Studds, 
told the B.A.R. the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency (EPA) has 
no standards for determining 
acceptable levels of Crypto¬ 
sporidium contamination in pub¬ 
lic drinking water supplies. But 
that is about to change. 

On September 20, the U. S. 
House Energy and Commerce 
Committee approved compre¬ 
hensive legislation to overhaul 
the Safe Drinking Water Act,

including provisions offered by 
Studds that would require the 
EPA to establish regulations for 
controlling Cryptosporidia in 
America’s drinking water. 

“This legislation is of critical 
importance to people living with 
HIV, children, and the elderly, 
and to all others who are at in¬ 
creased risk of contracting such 
diseases from the water they 
drink,” 
Studds 
said.

Water Act Amendments of 
1994, would require the EPA to 
publish a maximum contami¬ 
nant level goal, and promulgate 
an interim national primary 
drinking water regulation for 
Cryptosporidium for public 
water systems serving 10,000 
people or more, by December 
31, 1996. The provision would 
require the EPA to supersede 
the interim regulation with a 
permanent regulation within the 
next two years. 

The measure passed the 
House late last month, Daly told 
the B.A.R. 

San Francisco is ahead of the 
EPA, according to city officials. 
In a memo to Mayor Frank 
Jordan, the board of supervi¬ 
sors, and the Public Utilities 
Commission, Anson Moran, 
general manager of the PUC, 
assured all concerned that San 
Francisco’s water supply is 
being monitored for the para¬ 
site, and is safe from it.

Is Laughter the Best Medicine? 

A group of social workers, nurses, psychologists, and doctors 
discussed the importance of humor to the medical field on 
Sunday, October 2 at the American Association of Therapeutic 
Humor’s national conference in Chicago. 

The two-day conference, the group’s fourth annual, explored 
how humor and laughter can improve a person’s mental and 
physiological health. According to Dr. Ed Dunkelblau, humor 
helps people deal with their problems by improving their out¬ 
looks, and misery is “an optional experience.” 

“Everyone has had the experience of laughing a lot and feel¬ 
ing better,” said Dunkelblau. “Especially with illness and psychi¬ 
atric problems, it gives us an ability to accept life in a less prob¬ 
lematic way.” 

Dunkelblau said humor as therapy is still a new idea, and most 
of the evidence of its effectiveness is anecdotal and has yet to be 
widely embraced by physicians. But he said the acceptance of the 
treatment is growing. “It’s gaining more and more acceptance in 
the medical community,” Dunkelblau said. “Psychiatrists have 
known for a while that humor can be engaging and helpful.” 
While humor may be helpful, Dunkelblau said doctors using 
humor therapy need to be aware of some possible pitfalls. 

“Some humor can be perceived as a put down or as aggres¬ 
sive,” he said. “You always want to use humor that’s connective. 
You have to be careful about not using sexist or racist humor.” 

He also said the patient may perceive that a doctor’s use of 
humor trivializes an illness or shows that the patient is not being 
taken seriously. 

But how does the humor work as therapy? 

Dunkelblau said some physicians are working to document 
that laughter beefs up the immune system. There are also theories 
that laughing causes the body to create its own morphine and 
relaxes the muscles to facilitate healing, he added. 

But while laughter alone will probably not heal a broken hu¬ 
merus, Dunkelblau said a good chuckle could nevertheless help. 

“Sometimes it alleviates the pain by distracting us,” he said.

pro-active in dealing with 
Cryptosporidium in our drink¬ 
ing water and has been regular¬ 
ly testing its water supply for 
the organism, along with other 
parasites, since the mid-1980s,” 
Moran wrote. 

Kronenberg agreed with that 
assessment, and wrote in a 
report to the health commis¬ 
sion, “San Francisco has a dis¬ 
ease surveillance program” that 
will detect “low level” out¬ 
breaks of Cryptosporidiosis in 
immunocompromised persons. 
By monitoring patients, as well 
as the water supply, officials 
feel they are more alert to warn¬ 
ing signs if an infestation were 
to threaten. 

However, Moran reported, 
repeated studies have shown that 
the water is safe and there have 
not been any outbreaks in the city. 

“The Health Department 
[and] researchers at the 
University of California 
Medical Center, in conjunction 
with the [city] Water 
Department, have been study¬ 
ing the incidence of Crypto in 
HIV patients prior to the 
Milwaukee outbreak. 

Department of Public Health 
infectious disease surveillance 
program confirms, on a month¬ 
ly basis, that there is no evi¬ 
dence of waterborne disease in 
San Francisco,” health commis¬ 
sioners were informed.

Nicole and Faye’s closeness in 
the weeks before the murders. 
But I just didn’t add two and 
two together. I feel so stupid not 
to have realized what was going 
on. I knew they loved each 
other, but I didn’t appreciate the 
true depth of those feelings.” 

Yet another of Nicole’s 
friends told the Star that she 
“confronted” Resnick about 
whether the two were lovers, 
and Resnick allegedly replied, 
“Yes. It is absolutely true.” 
Resnick also allegedly told two 
other Nicole “inner” circle 
friends and “a well known TV 
comedy actress friend the truth 
about her gay romance.” 

Although one friend report¬ 
edly said it was “all right” if it 
made Nicole happy, other 
friends “want to make one thing 
clear - that Nicole’s love for 
Resnick did not turn her into a 
lesbian. ‘She still was very 
attracted to men,’ said one. ‘She 
loved being in the company of 
men. She loved being admired 
by men. But she was afraid of 
being around men because of 
O.J.’s insane jealousy.’” 

According to the Star, 
Resnick went into the Exodus 
Recovery Clinic in Marina del 
Rey four days before the 
killings, and was there when she 
was informed of the murders. 
She has since been writing a 
book entitled Nicole Brown 
Simpson: The Private Diary of a 
Life Interrupted, based on a 
journal Nicole allegedly gave 
her to keep as a “protective ges¬ 
ture.” The book, dealing primar¬ 
ily with “spousal abuse,” is due 
out in the next few weeks. 

One of Nicole’s friends is 
said to have broken the news of 
the lesbian relationship to 
Nicole’s family six weeks after 
the murders. One of Resnick’s 
friends told the Star that O.J. 
“didn’t find out [about the les¬ 
bian affair] until a few weeks 
after his arrest. But none of us 
can be certain. To him, this is 
the greatest humiliation of all. 
Can you imagine how he feels? 
He was The King Of All His 
World. And he lost his Queen ... 
to another woman. That’s a pret¬ 
ty hard blow for any man to take 
- let alone someone with an ego 
like O.J.” 

The B.A.R. has been unable 
to verify independently that 
Nicole Brown Simpson and 
Faye Resnick had a lesbian love 
affair. Attempts to reach 
Resnick were unsuccessful. 
Exodus Recovery Clinic says 
their policy of confidentiality 
prohibits them from comment¬ 
ing on whether or not Resnick 
was a patient there. 
Chiropractor Reichart did not 
return a phone call before press 
time. 

District Attorney spokesper¬ 
son Sandy Gibbons said she was 
not familiar with the story - 
“the Star is not on my reading 
list.” She said the District 
Attorney’s office is “not com¬ 
menting on anything on the 
Simpson case. We are not com¬ 
menting on anything out of 
court.” Asked if she knew if

anyone had spoken to the D.A.’s 
office about the affair, specifi¬ 
cally prosecutor Marcia Clark, 
Gibson said, “They sure didn’t 
talk to me. And I don’t know 
and I’m not going to ask her 
[Clark] - she couldn’t comment 
on it anyway.” 

It is important to note that 
prior to jury selection, which 
started September 26, the 
defense, the prosecution, and 
the Los Angles Police 
Department have leaked infor¬ 
mation - sometimes skewed 
information - that they believe 
will help their side of the case. It 
is also important to note that 
supermarket tabloids such as the 
Star often buy information, 
unlike most mainstream news 
gathering operations and gay 
publications, which couldn’t 
afford the practice anyway. 

While often the “bought” 
information may turn out to be 
accurate, it is considered “taint¬ 
ed” in a court of law because, 
without voluntary independent 
corroboration, it is difficult to 
prove that the information was¬ 
n’t manufactured and rendered 
purely for monetary gain. 
Resnick, for instance, has 
apparently accepted a $100,000 
book advance, thereby making 
it unlikely that she would be 
called to testify - which some of 
her friends speculate is one rea¬ 
son why she is rushing into print 
before the trial. 

However, courtesy of the 
Star - no doubt Geraldo and 
other tabloid shows will pick it 
up also - lesbians and gays have 
been unexpectedly and morbid¬ 
ly connected to the most publi¬ 
cized and scrutinized murder 
case in history. ▼

Murder Visits the Sister Spirit Area 


NGLTF Writes Attorney General, Urging Intervention

Two women out for a 
Saturday morning walk on 
October 8 discovered the bodies 
of gay men Robert Walters, 34, 
and Joseph Shoemake, 24, just 
north of the city limits of Laurel 
in Jones County, Mississippi. 
One body was lying across the 
railroad tracks; the other was 
lying beside them; both men had 
been shot in the head. 

Early autopsy reports indi¬ 
cate the victims died of close 
range small caliber gunshot 
wounds to the head and eye. 

Wanda Henson of Camp 
Sister Spirit, located about 15 
miles from Laurel, told the Bay 
Area Reporter the killings are 
symptomatic of the anti-gay cli¬ 
mate in the area. “All of this is a 
direct result of the negative feel¬ 
ings and animosities stirred up 
by Mississippians for 

Traditional Family Values,” she 
charged. 

Henson and her lover Brenda 
Henson “started getting phone 
calls [about Walters and 
Shoemake] in the early morning 
hours of Saturday, even before 
the bodies were found,” she told 
the Bay Area Reporter. ‘The 
two men were at a house party 
and left about midnight and 
weren’t heard from anymore. 

“You have to realize that 
there is no place to go, no place 
open for you to stop at, in that 
part of Mississippi. You go to a 
house party and you go home. 
When they didn’t get home peo¬ 
ple began calling to look for 
them, afraid that something 
might have happened. 

“And it did.” 


Only a few months ago, it 
seemed like the Hensons might 
have become easy homicide vic¬ 
tims themselves: bullets were 
flying across the Camp Sister 
Spirit fence, telephone death 
threats interrupted already 
sleepless nights, a bomb threat 
was delivered - over the radio, 
tires were ruined by Ninja 
spikes in the driveway, and 
Brenda was subjected to a high 
speed chase by a truckful of 
armed “good ol’ boys” who 
tried to kill her by running her 
off the road at high speed. All in 
all, according to the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force, 
“over 64 incidents of violence, 
harassment, and intimidation 
have been committed against 
Camp Sister Spirit” - and all of 
it was attributed by local law 
enforcement to the Hensons’ 
high strung imaginations and 
their desire to cause trouble for 
the good, God-fearing folks in 
Ovett. 

It was not until Congressman 
Barney Frank got involved, and 
set up hearings on the matter 
with the federal Community 
Relations Service, that the 
intimidation lessened, although 
the Hensons say it has not 
stopped. 

The Laurel Police 
Department is working with the 
same Jones County Sheriff’s 
Department that has been so 
ineffective in solving the 
Henson’s problems on the dou¬ 
ble homicide, since investiga¬ 
tors don’t know where the actu¬ 
al murders occurred; it is clear 
that the men were killed in 
another location and the bodies 
were transported to the aban- 
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Denizens of Camp Sister Spirit in Ovett, Miss., walk along a path there. 


doned railroad site. 

According to the Brandon, 
Mississippi coroner’s office, the 
bodies showed no signs of beat¬ 
ing or sexual abuse, and police 
say no motive has been deter¬ 
mined, but Wanda Henson said 
she places little faith in official 
reports and hurried autopsy 
findings in Jones County. 

“I believe there’s a police 
cover-up going on - this [pattern 
of quick, out-of-town autopsies] 
is the same thing they do when 
people are killed in the jail in 
Jones County: they get rid of 
‘em fast before the Feds can 
come in and investigate,” she 
charged. 

“Gay men and lesbians in 
Mississippi are gripped with a 
terrible fear,” said Wanda. 
“They won’t come out publicly 
and say Robert and Joseph were 
victims of a gay-related hate 
crime, because the next logical 
question is 'So how do you 
know they were gay?’ 

‘Their parents don’t want it 
to be known, because of the 
shame and ostracism, and the 
police don’t want to confirm it 
because it would corroborate 
what we’ve been saying has 
been happening down there, and 
it might bring in the Feds to 
investigate.” 

None of the Mississippi 
police agencies called by the 
B.A.R. were willing to identify 
the victims as gay. In fact, they 
didn’t want to talk at all: the 
Laurel Police were referring 
calls to the Jones County 
Sheriff’s Department, “because 
we’re not the lead agency,” and 
the Sheriff’s Department has no 
spokesperson except the Sheriff 
himself, Maurice Hooks - the 
man who, as the B.A.R. reported 
last November, personally start¬ 
ed a collection to cover the legal 
fees for any foe of the Hensons 
who was arrested for terrorizing 
or vandalizing Camp Sister 
Spirit. 

Now, Henson said, ‘The 


‘G&L Friendly’ organization in 
Gulfport - do you love that? It’s 
a gay and lesbian community 
center, but they have to couch 
the name - has been inundated 
with calls and has had to set up 
services to assist with crisis 
counseling over these murders. 

“Gays and lesbians in 
Mississippi only call in crisis,” 
Wanda asserts. ‘They’re afraid 
of being found out. But if I’ve 
learned one thing during this 
siege we’ve been going through, 
it’s that everyone’s closet is 
made of glass. You just think 
you’re in the closet - and it 
allows the non-gay community 
to let the murders of gays and 
lesbians go unnoticed. 

Wanda says other violence is 
still happening - and so is some 
gay people’s denial: mysterious¬ 
ly, the four-year-old house of a 
lesbian perceived to be a sup¬ 
porter of Camp Sister Spirit was 
burned to the ground “and she’s 
convinced it wasn’t arson 
because she’s a respected mem¬ 
ber of the volunteer fire depart¬ 
ment,” Wanda said. 

Wanda is still asking ques¬ 
tions about that fire and said she 
has several questions about the 
Friday night when the two men 
were murdered. “I want to know 
who was on duty and who was 
working the north end of the 
county. Since I’ve been in 
Sacramento I received informa¬ 
tion that the F.B.I. was in 
Gulfport asking questions about 
the murder -I think they need to 
be in Jones County going to 
work. 

“The significance of the 
deaths of Ray and Joe are not 
lost on Brenda and me,” she 
said. “There was a ten-year dif¬ 
ference in their ages - as there is 
between us; they were traveling 
in twos, which we always do 
now. 

“The message is clear: 
there’s no place to go and no 
place to hide - not for gay peo¬ 
ple - not in Mississippi.” ▼ 


GETTING HELP 


The National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force’s execu¬ 
tive director, Peri Jude 
Radecic, has written Attorney 
General Janet Reno to urge 
immediate federal involvement 
in the case. “We plead with 
you and the divisions of the 
Department of Justice,” the let¬ 
ter reads in part, “to take the 
following actions: 

“1. The Community 
Relations Service should 
again be ordered to mediate 
between the gay and lesbian 
community and local law 
enforcement. 

“2. The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation should monitor 
the investigations into these 
murders. I have no confidence 
in the ability of local law 
enforcement to adequately, 
and without anti-gay bias, 
investigative and document 
these anti-gay murders. 

“3. The Department of 
Justice Civil Rights Division 
should investigate the murders 
as a violation of the civil rights 
of Robert Walters and Joe 
Shoemake. 

“4. The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and the 
Department of Justice Civil 
Rights Division should investi¬ 
gate and issue a report as to 
why, after ten months of docu¬ 
mented violence, harassment, 
and intimation - there have 
been no arrests. Why are civil 
rights violations allowed to 
continue? 

“5. A representative of the 
Attorney General’s office 
should be sent to Jones 
County to monitor the actions 
of Sheriff Maurice Hooks.” 

A copy was forwarded to 
the acting director of the 
Community Relations Service 
and the directors of the F.B.I. 
and the Justice Department’s 
Civil Rights Division. There 
had been no response from 
Reno by press time.

She carried a plate of fried eggs 
and toast over to George. “Geez, 

I hope lard butt gets out of the 
house fast this morning!” she 
sighed to herself.

Gay Lawmaker 
Discloses Anonymous 
Death Threat 


‘The Inevitable Result of the Fervor 
Whipped Up by Right-Wing Groups’

AUSTIN - State 
Representative Glen Maxey, the 
only openly gay member of the 
Texas Legislature, said Friday, 
October 7 he received a death 
threat from an anonymous caller 
who said he would “vote with a 
bullet” in next month’s election. 

Maxey blamed the threat on 
fellow lawmakers and a conser¬ 
vative student group at the 
University of Texas, who he 
accused of inciting anti-gay sen¬ 
timents. 


Maxey, D-Austin, told Texas 
Department of Public Safety 
investigators that he received 
the death threat at his capitol 
office Tuesday evening. In a let¬ 
ter to House Speaker Pete 
Laney, D-Hale Center, Maxey 
said, “I believe this death threat 
is the inevitable result of the fer¬ 
vor whipped up by right-wing 
groups and some members of 
the House.” 

Maxey said conservative 
state Representative Warren 
Chisum, D-Pampa, recently

control pills, replacing them 
with Tic-Tacs. But this began to 
feel risky after her mother start¬ 
ed getting milk deliveries six 
days a week, and she needed her 
own source. 

She paused in the bathroom 
to palm a handful of Myra’s 
Fiorinols, which she could swap 
for cigarettes at school, grabbed 
her bag, and strolled out the 
door. “Gotta run! Have fun 
everyone! See ya later!” 

“I gotta rush myself,” George 
said, stuffing a last piece of toast 
in his mouth and pushing away 
from the table. “They’ll be all 
sorts of press types around the 
Research Center today, to cover 
the survey. I might be home a 
little late tonight, Myra.” 

“That’s okay, honey,” she 
said, hustling Ted to his feet and 
pushing his backpack into his 
hands. “You’d better run along 
to school now yourself,” she 
said, hastily pushing her men¬ 
folk out the door and dead-bolt¬ 
ing it behind them. She waited 
until she heard their cars pull 
away, then languorously pulled 
the kitchen blinds all the way 
open. She opened the cupboard, 
pulled a small bottle of Kahlua 
out from behind a box of 
Hamburger Helper, and poured 
some into the glass of milk 
abandoned by her son. In only a 
few minutes, she would get 
some “special delivery.” 

Urban stickiness 

George drove steadily from 
the distant suburbs of 


NORCland to the university. It 
was an Anglo enclave entirely 
enclosed by Chicago’s largely 
African-American South Side, a 
virtual ivory tower. After years 
of experimentation George had 
determined a route that mini¬ 
mized his exposure to the 
“mixed zone,” as he thought of 
it, to only six blocks between 
the freeway and the “safe zone” 
incessantly patrolled by univer¬ 
sity police. 

“Terrible the way these peo¬ 
ple destroy a neighborhood,” he 
muttered. NORC was constantly 
being criticized because all their 
studies for the past 40 years had, 
for some reason, consistently 
undercounted blacks, Latinos 
and Asians. The sociology boys 
could be really snotty about it. 
“If your samples are so damn 
good, why don’t they ever come 
close to reflecting the ethnic 
ratios found in the actual popu¬ 
lation?” they always asked. 

The real reason was that 
George, and most of the other 
interviewers, would never 
dream of getting out of their 
cars (company cars, large pricey 
American sedans) in any ethni¬ 
cally mixed neighborhood. But 
they preferred to let their own 
statisticians, contracted from the 
Economics Department, refute 
such scurrilous charges. 

George parked across from 
the Regenstein Library, 
although it was several blocks 
from the Research Center. He 
flashed his ID to the guard and 
put on a dignified “I’m here to 


do important research” look. He 
took the elevator to the base¬ 
ment and, after carefully scan¬ 
ning the empty hall in both 
directions, scuttled into the 
men’s room. 

The head statistician of 
NORC was, coincidentally, 
parked in the last stall, debating 
with himself. He had to turn in 
his reliability coefficients today 
on the big sex survey and hadn’t 
even started them. On the other 
hand, mid-terms started this 
week and the tearoom would be 
hopping before lunch, swarming 
with homy boys keyed up from 
studying for exams. “I suppose I 
could just fudge the data. If you 
tell ’em what they want to hear, 
they never question it,” he 
thought. Duty was still contend¬ 
ing with desire when George 
thrust his penis through the 
glory hole and effectively ended 
the debate. “Gotta remember to 
fuck up the raw data disks 
somehow ... mmm ... cover my 
tracks ... yum! ... not much 
chance of getting caught, really 
... aaah, that feels good.” 

Twenty minutes later George 
sauntered out of the men’s 
room, sprinted to the stairwell, 
and then exited the building at a 
dignified pace. He would be just 
in time for the big press confer¬ 
ence. Spreading the good word 
was, he decided, a sacred duty, 
and he was proud to be part of it. 
He marched into the Research 
Center glowing with the Holy 
Spirit - and only a slight sticki¬ 
ness in his BVDs. ▼

Worse Than Plague, 

TB Haunts India 

While the world watched aghast at the death of 
51 people from India’s three-week plague epidem¬ 
ic, more than 34,000 Indians died of tuberculosis 
during the same period, authorities at a medical 
conference on TB in India said Friday, October 7. 

The World Health Organization estimates 1.7 
billion people - a third of the world’s population - 
is infected with mycobacterium tuberculosis, 
which causes the disease and claims 3 million lives 
worldwide every year. 

According to New Delhi’s Ministry of Health, 
India accounts for 20 percent of the deaths - or 
600,000 people. Another growing concern among 
Indian doctors is the link between TB and HIV. 

Doctors in India fear as AIDS ravages parts of 
the country, the spread of TB will worsen still. 

One estimate by a Bombay-based AIDS 
research foundation says at least 1 million Indians 
already have HIV, and the number could spiral 
upward to more than 30 million by the end of the 
decade. 

“HIV infection and tuberculosis are synergetic,” 
says Dr. L.M. Nath, Dean and professor of 
Community Medicine at the All India Institute of 
Medical Sciences. “HIV breaks down the immune 
system, and the body is open to the tuberculosis 
bacteria.”

Religious Violence 
Hits Mexican State 

A mayor in the southern Mexican state of 
Chiapas resigned Tuesday, October 4, following 
charges that he ordered the lynching of three local 
people who had converted from Catholicism to 
Protestantism. 

The state legislature accepted the resignation of 
Domingo Lopez Ruiz, former mayor in the town of 
San Juan Chamula. 

Five days earlier, two men and a woman in the 
town were killed by a mob of some 200 Catholics 
armed with pistols, rifles, and sticks, according to 
one of two women who survived the attack. 

The local press in San Cristobal de las Casas 
said there was rising tension in the city, where sev¬ 


eral hundred Roman Catholics and evangelicals 
were arming in apparent preparation for more reli¬ 
gious feuding. 

A year ago, an estimated 1,000 inhabitants of 
San Juan Chamula were expelled after many of 
them converted to Protestantism, although 600 of 
them returned in August to nearby communities.

Japan To Join AIDS Fight 

The Japanese government will assist four devel¬ 
oping countries in creating programs to combat 
AIDS by sending a team of medical experts to 
Africa and Asia, probably by the end of the year, 
government officials say. 

The team will visit Egypt, Kenya, the 
Philippines, and Indonesia, where they will con¬ 
duct fact-finding missions in an effort to determine 
what kinds of projects are most appropriate for 
these countries. 

The plan is part of a $12 billion aid package 
between Japan and the United States announced in 
February. U.S. experts may participate in the mis¬ 
sions as well. 

Although the incidence of AIDS is still relative¬ 
ly minor in Japan, the number of reported cases is 
gradually increasing. The Tenth International 
Conference on AIDS was held in Yokohama, Japan 
in August. 

Among the types of assistance that the govern¬ 
ment may provide are the building of condom fac¬ 
tories in Indonesia and nursing schools in Kenya. 
Expansion of pediatric facilities in Egypt is also a 
possibility, government officials said. 

Officials said these programs are in line with a 
new philosophy of development assistance that 
puts more emphasis on supplying expertise rather 
than just money. 

The government may send a team to experts to 
India, Pakistan, and Bangladesh later, officials 
said. 

In a related development, the Education 
Ministry has announced plans to set up a nation¬ 
wide database and computer network on AIDS to 
provide information to students and teachers in 
Japan.

Polish Gays Seek 
Equal Rights

WARSAW (UPI) 
Representatives of gay rights 
groups in Poland released a 
report Tuesday, October 4 that 
described widespread institu¬ 
tional and social discrimination 
against gay and lesbian citizens, 
mainly due to a lack of appro¬ 
priate constitutional protections. 

The umbrella organization 
Lambda cited 40 documented 
cases of discrimination that took 
place at universities, working 
places, within families, and in 
other situations, but said there 
were many more. The report 
also listed a number of cases 
when people where beaten up 
and harassed. 

Ryszard Madetko, chairman of 
Lambda, was himself thrown out 
of a workers’ hotel in which he 
was residing in Krakow a few days 
after he participated in a television 
talk show about homosexuals. 

“I was said to leave my room 
in 24 hours, with no reasons 
given,” Madetko said in an inter¬ 
view. “I call such action hidden 
discrimination, which our soci¬ 
ety so often uses against people 
with a homosexual orientation.” 

Lambda estimates there may 
be as many as 2 million gay and 
lesbian people in Poland, an 
overwhelmingly Catholic nation 
of nearly 40 million. The 
authors of the report said the 
majority don’t want to admit 
their homosexual orientation. 

“First of all, the aim of the 


report is to give just a hint of 
what is going on within our soci¬ 
ety and point out that social and 
institutional discrimination is an 
big problem,” Madetko said. 

He said lesbians and gays have 
trouble renting housing, there is 
no sexual education in schools, 
and education about HIV erro¬ 
neously indicates that only gays 
are susceptible to the virus. 

Lambda has issued an open 
letter to President Lech Walesa 
demanding that Poland’s new 
constitution have an article for¬ 
bidding discrimination on the 
basis of sexual preferences. 

Madetko said that discussion 
on gay and lesbian rights is very 
difficult in Poland. 

‘The main opposition comes 
from the Catholic Church, 
whose thousand-year tradition 
in Poland has maintained a 
vision of homosexuals as sick 
and depraved people,” he said. 

Lambda is five years old and 
has 70 regular members. Three 
monthly papers are published in 
Poland covering gay issues. 

Lambda collects signatures 
to be handed to parliament 
backing the idea of constitu¬ 
tional protection - not only for 
gays but also for bisexuals and 
heterosexuals. 

“I may also discriminate 
against people of different sexu¬ 
al preferences if I were the chief 
of a company and would refuse 
to employ someone whose pref¬ 
erences are different than my 
own,” he added. T

Mannino said that said he 
had never seen a condition like 
Se-bring’s in all his experience 
as a forensic mental health spe¬ 
cialist. 

Mannino says Sebring dis¬ 
missed the alleged threats 
against Gabbert. “He said, ‘Oh 
Davis, that’s all a bunch of bull¬ 
shit. All I meant when I said I 
was going to take action against 
Gabbert was that I was going to 
sue him in court. If I was seri¬ 
ously going to kill Jim Gabbert 
I would have gone to the 
Tenderloin and got a gun for 
$50,’” Mannino recounted. 

Mannino said that he then 
asked Sebring why he tried to 
buy “such a large caliber gun” at 
the Cotati gun shop and 
Sebring’s next answer - and 
“blatantly psychotic” demeanor 
- unnerved him. 

“I think that if I were going 
to kill him, I would want to do it 
with a big gun,” Mannino says 
Sebring told him. 

The comment, and the man¬ 
ner in which it was made, were 
the basis for Mannino’s decision 
to contact Gabbert and the 
authorities about what he con¬ 
sidered to be the serious danger 
posed by Sebring. 

“It was clear there was a split 
in his thinking,” Mannino said. 

But Sebring, according to 
news accounts, insists that he 
never threatened Gabbert 
“except with legal threats” if he 
didn’t settle and tried to buy the 
gun for his own protection and 
“target practice.” 

Sharon Sebring declined to 
discuss specifics of the case 
with the Bay Area Reporter, cit¬ 
ing pending legal action. “I 


want it all to come out in court,” 
she said. “I hope justice is 
served. I know my son is inno¬ 
cent. I believe the truth always 
comes out.” 

Sebring will be in court this 
week for the setting of a date for 
a preliminary hearing in the 
case. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Bill Fazio told the B.A.R. that he 
believed the evidence supports 
the charges against Sebring. 

Assistant Public Defender 
Terence Howzell said that there 
were many inconsistencies in 
Gabbert’s statements to the 
media, and that he is convinced 
of his client’s innocence. 

Gabbert says that he is “frus¬ 
trated and outraged” about 
Howzell’s comments to the 
press regarding the case, partic¬ 
ularly the statement that other 
people have stepped forward 
with allegations similar to 
Sebring’s. 

He called Howell’s com¬ 
ments libel and “actionable.” 

Howzell told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he is reviewing 
the offer of private investigator 
John Nazarian, offering his ser¬ 
vice to the defense for the token 
fee of $1. 

Nazarian said that the “case 
reeks of Rock Hudson and 
Liberace, and several other 
wealthy gay men who have 
taken on younger gay men and 
used and abused them.” 

O’Sullivan dismissed Se¬ 
bring as a “nut” and said 
Gabbert had been in hiding 
because of the threats Sebring 
made against his life. 

“There’s not a chance that 
he will be acquitted. He’s fac¬ 
ing prison or probation with 
extremely serious restric¬ 
tions,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter. ▼

left where he was staying on 
Sunday night, but he would not 
reveal where that was. 

Police have two composite 
drawings of a primary suspect, 
based on the descriptions of 
three witnesses. These have been 
widely circulated and printed in 
the gay press numerous times. 

One of the drawings is the 
person Wenger was seen with 
Thursday night. The other, 
which is similar, is the person 
he was seen with on Monday 
the day of his death. 

Police have obtained 
Department of Motor Vehicle 
photographs of a suspect who 
has some similarities to the 
composite drawing of what 
inspectors are calling “the 
Thursday Guy.” 

However, police inspectors 
told the B.A.R. that when bar¬ 
tenders who had seen the sus¬ 
pect with Wenger were shown 


photos of five or six similar¬ 
looking individuals - including 
the prime suspect - they failed 
to pick out the expected suspect. 

The person with whom 
police would most like to speak, 
but who has not come forward, 
is the “Monday guy.” A bar¬ 
tender placed him with Wenger 
at 11:30 a.m., giving money to 
Wenger from a large roll of 
bills, six hours before the young 
man’s dismembered remains 
were found in a dumpster. 
Police estimate it took the killer 
two to three hours to meticu¬ 
lously cut up the body, which 
places the individual with 
Wenger within three hours of 
his death. 

A $10,000 reward has been 
offered in the Wenger case, for 
information leading to arrest 
and conviction of person or per¬ 
sons responsible. ▼

made anti-gay statements 
during an address to the 
UT branch of the Young 
Conservatives of Texas. In 
his address, Chisum voiced 
support for student efforts 
to block state funds for a 
series of AIDS prevention 
workshops. 

Although Maxey said he 
was not “connecting 
Warren Chisum with this 
death threat,” he said such 
anti-gay rhetoric “only 
gives license to young 
adults to decide that they 
can take care of a ‘gay 
problem’ by whatever 
means. When a conserva¬ 
tive public official contin¬ 
ues to use that kind of 
rhetoric, it fuels this kind 
of reaction.” 


During a Democratic 
rally on the UT campus 
two weeks ago, Maxey 
said he heard anti-gay 
insults yelled by members 
of the Young Conservatives 
of Texas. 

Chisum said that 
although he disagrees with 
Maxey’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion, he does not condone 
violence against homosex¬ 
uals. 

He said, “I think it’s a 
sad thing that [Maxey] 
would think I’d have a part 
in this kind of activity 
toward him. It’s never been 
my purpose, and I’d never 
wish harm on him.” 

DPS spokeswoman 
Laureen Chernow said 
there have been other cases 
of death threats against 
lawmakers, but such 
threats are uncommon. She 
said the threat against 
Maxey is being investigat¬ 
ed. T

Rossini’s ‘Otello’ 


Aural Splendor, Visual Plunder

pera lovers live for 
nights like last Tuesday 
(October 4) when 
Rossini’s Otello 
opened at the San Francisco 
Opera. 

It was an evening when mere 
high C’s went almost unnoticed 
in an avalanche of notes even 
higher. There were more good, 
solid high D’s that one night 
than one hears in an entire sea¬ 
son at the opera. There was even 
a high E natural (and a good 
one) from Craig Estep as Iago. 
But what made the evening so 
very special was that none of 
this stratospheric vocalism was 
just empty display. Without 
exception, the singers used their 
dazzling performances to con¬ 
vey the music’s enormous pas¬ 
sion, proving once again that 
Rossini’s serious operas can be 
just as emotionally gripping as 
those of any other composer. 

Every bit as impressive was 
conductor Patrick Summers, 
who managed to lead a taut yet 
buoyant and stylish perfor¬ 
mance, one that allowed the 
singers to caress and mold their 
lines and even embellish sponta¬ 
neously (something heard all 
evening and which made every¬ 
one on stage and in the pit just 
that much more involved with 
the performance). It is rare to 
find a conductor this good who 
obviously does not find such 
repertoire beneath him. If the 
gods are kind. Summers will 
conduct a lot more bel canto 
opera in SF. 

Sensational singing 

As Otello, Chris Merritt was 
in much better form than he was 
opening night last season in 
Verdi’s Vespri. His large, mas¬ 
culine voice rang commanding- 
ly throughout its range with no 
sign of strain at either end. His 
soft, often poignant singing, in a 
range more often associated 


with baritones than tenors, was a 
pleasant surprise, and few tenors 
can hurl coloratura with such 
slancio. For once, many of those 
Rossini runs and trills sounded 
like the perfect way for Military 
Commander Otello to discipline 
recalcitrant army recruits. 

Soprano Cecilia Gasdia’s 
Desdemona was riveting. 
Though she was occasionally a 
bit off pitch at the very top of 
her voice, these minor lapses 
were probably due to her heavy 
cold (no announcement of her 
indisposition was made). Far 
more important was her total 
performance. She was 
Desdemona and our hearts 
ached for her. 

The surprise of the evening 
was the local debut of tenor 
Bruce Ford as Rodrigo. In 
Rossini’s opera, Rodrigo’s is a 
much larger part than Iago’s, 
and Ford made the most of it, 
turning Rodrigo into a sympa¬ 
thetic guy. His smallish voice is 
a very beautiful one. It is even 
from top to bottom, projected 
nicely, and we need to hear it 
often at the War Memorial. 
Given all the fiendish ornamen¬ 
tation Rossini asked of Rodrigo, 
and which Ford supplied, per¬ 
haps it is curmudgeonly to ask 
for more. But in his second act 
aria, the repetitions of “Ah come 
mai non senti” would be even 
more effective embellished (and 
embellished differently each 
time if he wants to be really styl¬ 
ish about it). 

Mika Shigematsu was able in 
the difficult but rather thankless 
role (there’s no aria) of Emilia. 
Hong-Shen Li was good as the 
Gondolier, but Kevin Langan 
seemed a bit pressed by the 
floridness of Elmiro’s line. Of 
the seven male roles in Rossini’s 
Otello, six are for tenor. Given 
the impressive vocal resources 
the SF Opera mustered for 
Otello, it would be a crime not to 
try Rossini’s Armida (six tenors 
again), or Donna Del Lago

Cukor Revisited 

George Cukor, Master of Elegance 
by Emanuel Levy; Morrow, $25 

This biography of George Cukor provides a key element missing 
from Patrick McGilligan’s fine 1991 effort. The latter’s George 
Cukor: A Double Life presented a fascinating glimpse into the gay 
director’s life, but offered little analysis of how he executed his craft. 
Although both books scrutinize Cukor’s technique in dealing with 
actors. Levy’s examines more closely the construction of the films 
themselves. The passages on A Double Life and Adam’s Rib and 
other films draw from previous studies of Cukor’s work and nicely 
detail the logic behind his aesthetic decisions. 

Levy’s book covers much of the same ground as McGilligan’s, to 
which he makes occasional veiled references. The critic and profes¬ 
sor of film at Arizona State University refutes McGilligan’s notion 
that Clark Gable got Cukor fired from Gone With the Wind because 
the director had the goods on the star’s hustler past. Levy proposes 
instead that the firing was the result of a “major power struggle” 
between Cukor and producer David O. Selznick. (The truth is likely 
a combination of the two theories.) Levy doesn’t perceive of Cukor 
as living a “double life” because just about everyone in Hollywood 
knew he was gay, though this downplays the spoken and unspoken 
influences on his behavior throughout his career. 

Much research and interviewing clearly went into this book, but 
some sloppy scholarship undermines one’s faith in Levy’s enterprise: 
He describes a 1930 film’s moral standards, for example, as outdated 
for a “post-Prohibition” audience and declares Jack Warner “in the 
1970s the only survivor of the old moguls” - Paramount’s Adolph 
Zukor, who lived until 1976, might have begged to differ. People’s 
names are misspelled, among them screenwriter Jay Presson Allen’s, 
and those typos - off with that proofreader’s head! T

Only, please, keep producer 
Laurie Feldman away from 
future producing assignments. 

Ghastly mess on stage 

Feldman’s production of 
Otello (sets by Gerard 
Howland) is a disgrace. It fights 
the music, it fights the emotion 
and drama of the piece, and it is 
both pretentious and insulting to 
the intelligence of the audience. 

When a producer cannot let 
the overture be played by itself 
but must provide some visual 
distraction for the audience, that 
is a sure sign that Trouble Is 
Ahead. For Otello, Feldman has 
provided five mimes on stilts, 
known as Fratelli Bologna, to 
wander around giving us stock 
melodramatic poses. Not content 
to ruin the overture with such 
nonsense, Feldman brings them 
back over and over again, often 
at the most inappropriate times. 

For example, Rossini wrote a 
wonderful, long introduction to 
accompany Desdemona’s 
entrance, one that beautifully 
sets up the emotional tone of her 
first music. The ravishing 
melody is almost a concerto for 
French horn, and when played 
as well as it was by William 
Klingelhoffer on opening night, 
no one in the audience could fail 
to be moved. Alas, Feldman 
trusted neither Rossini nor 
Gasdia (who is quite an accom¬ 
plished actress) and so treated 
the music as mere accompani¬ 
ment for her stilt walkers. Ditto 
Gasdia’s great scene and aria in 
act two, which was upstaged by 
a couple of the Fratelli dueling 
on the other side of the stage.

Even Desdemona’s death was 
an occasion to bring them back 
on stage (as confetti fell from 
the sky and an image of a great 
ring of intestines or something 
was projected onto the back of 
the stage). 

But even more serious than 
the reprehensible production is 
that the powers that be at the SF 
Opera encouraged it. Why is it 
so difficult for the administra¬ 
tion of our local opera company 
to trust the art form it is sup¬ 
posed to be serving? When will 


it stop trying to destroy opera 
under the guise of economy? It 
need not take great sums of 
money to mount opera effective¬ 
ly. It does take creativity and, 
most of all, vision, commodities 
that seem to be in distressingly 
short supply at the War 
Memorial Opera House. ▼

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The Women’s Philharmonic 


A Little More Oomph, Please

he Women’s Philhar¬ 
monic turned 14 last 
Saturday before an eager 
audience that, despite a 
heat wave and the airless quar¬ 
ters of the First Congregational 
Church, showed up to hear what 
the orchestra and its celebrated 
music director, JoAnn Falletta, 
were serving up for a season- 
opener. 

If the results were less than 
stellar, the heat wasn’t to blame. 
Rather, it was the performance 
itself, which sounded underre¬ 
hearsed and misconceived. One 
expects, naturally, to hear the 
occasional blooper at a live per¬ 
formance, and certainly one 
should expect that a conductor’s 
interpretation of a musical score 
isn’t without dry patches, but 
when one hears consistently 
errant pitch in the most exposed 
passages of a work, or shape¬ 
less, uninflected playing for vast 
stretches of time, it does not 
inspire confidence in players or 
director. 

Saturday’s infelicitous show¬ 
ing was something of a surprise, 
for the Women’s Philharmonic 


(formerly known as the Bay 
Area Women’s Philharmonic) 
has earned in recent years a rep¬ 
utation for being one of the Bay 
Area’s leading musical organi¬ 
zations. And not without good 
reason. Falletta and company 
have worked hard to bring fresh 
meaning to the words new and 
unusual. They’ve done a great 
service to music lovers every¬ 
where by saving from obscurity 
the names of women composers 
whose works have hitherto 
never been heard. More than 
137 compositions by women 
have been performed by the 
Women’s Philharmonic over the 
past decade and a half, 125 of 
them premieres. And if it 
weren’t for this group, how 
many music lovers would even 
know the names of such com¬ 
posers as Michelle Ekizian, 
Libby Larsen, Germaine 
Taileferre (she was one of the 
infamous Les Six) and Ellen 
Taafe Zwilich? 

But when a musical perfor¬ 
mance is as undernourished as 
Saturday’s, one would rather the 
history lessons be confined to 
books. 

The low point Saturday was 
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the West Coast premiere of Para 
Viola y Orquesta (For Viola and 
Orchestra), a three-movement 
work for viola by Cuban-born 
Tania Leon. I say low not 
because Ms. Leon’s piece is 
unworthy, only that its perfor¬ 
mance, featuring guest soloist 
Rozanna Weinberger, left little 
impression. 

Though Ms. Weinberger is 
obviously an accomplished 
musician - she has performed 
recitals in concert halls all over 
the globe and has played with 
many distinguished orchestras 
in several capacities - this was 
not her finest hour. Try though 
she did, she simply could not 
find her way into the soul of Ms. 
Leon’s music and instead mere¬ 
ly played notes, hoping that a 
thumbnail sketch might substi¬ 
tute for an informed interpreta¬ 
tion. Intonation was slippery, 
note values sounded clipped, 
and Ms. Weinberger showed lit¬ 
tle sensitivity to dynamic shad¬ 
ing. Of the latter, it’s safe to 
assume - and I must because the 
piece in question is unknown to 
me - that Ms. Leon did not write 
Para Viola y Orquesta as an 
exercise in monotony. 

However, even if the soloist 
had been in fine fettle Saturday, 
it wouldn’t have mattered much, 
for the orchestral accompani¬ 
ment was as unfocused as Ms. 
Weinberger’s performance. Ms. 
Falletta struggled to bring the 
music’s complicated surface to 
some kind of point, but, alas, if 
there was one, it was lost on 
these ears. I could have sworn 
the inner and final movements 
were being sight-read, they 
sounded so incoherent. 

Ironically, though Leon’s 
work was composed primarily 
to highlight the viola, the 
soloist’s part is so limited in 
tonal and expressive range that 
it seems ungrateful to the instru¬ 
ment. That or, perhaps, Ms. 
Weinberger is simply not the 


ideal executant of this work. 

The first half of the program 
included Stars (1939) and Sand 
(1928) by Mary Howe, and 
Overture to Der Shulkandidat 
(1792) by Maria Theresia von 
Paradis. The latter, a work that 
speaks to the conventional musi¬ 
cal idioms of its day, was the 
most delightful contribution of 
the program's first half as it fea¬ 
tured clear, strong ensemble 
work from woodwinds and 
elicited noticeable flexibility 
from the entire band, a quality 
absent from the concert until the 
closing work, Benjamin 
Britten’s Four Sea Interludes, 
from his opera Peter Grimes. 
Stars and Sand are lovely works, 
if a bit too short, and a bit too 
sentimental. The performances 
could have benefited from some 
of the aforesaid flexibility. 

The second half of the pro¬ 
gram featured Changes: a Little 


music for Mozart, by Elizabeth 
Vercoe, and the Britten. Vercoe 
writes in the program notes that 
while the piece features “a live¬ 
ly and rather jazzy section” it is 
“largely elegiac.” I’m not sure I 
ever heard the “jazzy” part, but 
Changes certainly is elegiac. 
Which points out one of the 
problems with this concert. In 
tone, almost everything on the 
program, with the exception of 
the Paradis Overture, sounded 
elegiac, if not downright 
lugubrious. Not that the music 
of Vercoe, Britten, Howe and 
Leon is ridiculously maudlin or 
death-obsessed, only that the 
interpretations of these works 
by Falletta and orchestra 
weren’t deep enough to suggest 
musical meaning beyond stock 
expressions of grief and despair. 
Melodrama should play only a 
limited role, if any, in serious 
music. T

Emotional Parallelogram 
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Triple Exposure 

by Jackie Calhoun; Naiad, $9.95 

Imagine that you are deeply in love, and imagine that, 
because of circumstances seemingly beyond your con¬ 
trol, or hers, you are only able to snatch an occasional 
afternoon or evening together. What happens then, when 
the obstacle to your coupling is removed? Domestic 
bliss? Boredom because things are too easy? What if, 
when you spend more time together, you discover that 
you really don’t like each other very much? What if the 
love was in fact sustained only by the difficulty you 
had in getting together? I raise these questions because 
I thought Jackie Calhoun’s newest novel, Triple 
Exposure, was heading toward an exploration of 
these very issues. Unfortunately, by the time she gets 
there, she’s run out of pages, and the novel ends 
abruptly, with all manner of not yet raveled loose 
ends. That’s too bad, because Calhoun’s writing is 
pretty good in this novel, and her characters are very 
interesting. There’s Nicky, who loves the very clos¬ 
eted, very married, very maternal Beth, who loves 
Nicky but is afraid she’ll lose her child if her hus¬ 
band finds out she’s a lesbian. Then there’s Meg, 
who feels trapped in her relationship with Denise, 
and who has the requited hots for Nicky. This is 
more than a triangle, it’s a parallelogram. 

I’m sorry that Calhoun didn’t trust herself to explore 
the very complex issues that she raises toward the end of the novel. That’s a book 
I’d like to read, and one that I hope Calhoun will write. In the meantime, consider Triple Exposure a mild¬ 
ly entertaining read that promises more than it delivers. ▼

Theater of Yugen 

‘Salome’ Sullied

he premise of Theater 
of Yugen’s Salome 
(Sarome Kyu Kyu No 
Dan), an avant-garde 
adaptation of Oscar Wilde’s 
play performed by leading 
Kabuki actor Kyozo Nakamura 
and directed by 85-year-old 
Kabuki master Masakatsu 
Gunjii, is intriguing. Take a 
classic tale of outrageous vio¬ 
lence, throw in the compelling 
tradition of Kabuki theater in 
which a man in full Onnagata 
regalia portrays Salome, and 
weave in a five-member modem 
dance troupe to act as the cho¬ 
rus. Well, premise is one thing, 
results another. What could be a 
fascinating, multicultural, revi¬ 
sionist take on Wilde’s play 
ends up as a slapdash, incoher¬ 
ent cross between West Side 
Story and Farewell My 
Concubine. 

The main problem with this 
Salome is its lack of focus. At 
the conclusion of its 75 minutes, 
the reason for its being remains 
unclear. Why adapt Wilde’s 
Salome to the Kabuki style of 
theater? Why blend traditional 
and contemporary Japanese 
music with pulsating garage 
rock? There are just too many 
unanswered questions. Because 
Kabuki theater is foreign to 
many American theatregoers, 
writer-director Gunji and co¬ 


director Yuiko Doi need to find a 
way to educate the audience 
while bringing them into the 
action and characters of their 
drama. This production keeps 
the audience at a firm distance 
and ends up being too arty for 
its own good. The audience is 
never able to fully appreciate the 
skill of Nakamura’s perfor¬ 
mance as Salome, if indeed skill 
is present, because they are 
never given a clear idea of the 
production’s concept. 

What this Salome does pre¬ 
sent is a condensed, modernized 
version of Salome’s violent 
infatuation with John the 
Baptist. In the ’90s, Salome is 
described as a “crazy, wealthy 
woman,” and John (Michael 
McFall) is a homeless man 
besieged by visions. Why or 
how this crazy rich dame falls 
for the street guy is never 
explained, and why Salome is in 
full Kabuki drag is also unclear. 

Music and dance 

Lack of coherence for art’s 
sake is a common practice, but 
when you start with a play as 
good as Salome and end up with 
a mess as muddled as this one, 
you’re definitely on the wrong 
track. The Knee Jerk Dance 
Project certainly doesn’t help 
things. The three men and two 
women of the company portray 
American youths who witness 
the crazy rich lady in the red 


kimono and her fascination with 
the homeless man with the long 
dreadlocks. Their dance style 
could best be described as 
Jerome Robbins meets Sid 
Vicious. They throw themselves 
about the Theater Artaud stage 
as violently as possible, and 
when their choreography 
demands ensemble precision, 
they fail to provide it. These 
dancers are also called upon to 
utter dialogue. Granted these 
performers are dancers, so criti¬ 
cizing their dramatic readings 
would not be entirely fair. 
Suffice it to say that dancers 
should stick to dancing. 

The variety of the musical 
score is actually the most enter¬ 
taining aspect of this culturally 
cloudy evening. Traditional 
Japanese stringed and percus¬ 
sion instruments are performed 
live, while the taped score 
ranges from a big band version 
of “Blue Moon” (sung live by 
narrator Mikio Hirata) to head¬ 
banging, guitar-heavy garage 
rock. Even though the eclectic 
nature of the music provides a 
much needed infusion of energy, 
here too, the confused nature of 
the show’s reason for being 
becomes apparent. 

Misconceived and overly 
ambitious, this Salome lacks the 
bite of its source material and 
makes poor use of both its 
Japanese and American theatri¬ 
cal styles. As the audience was

filing out of the theater, a weary 
audience member was heard 
whispering to her companion, 


‘Thank goodness - I was terri¬ 
fied there was going to be a sec¬ 
ond act.” T 


Warped Wonders

ony Vaguely and his zany crew are at it again. This time The 
Sick and Twisted Players have applied their anarchic wit to a 
theatrical adaptation of the classic 1976 horror flick. The 
Omen. 

The story begins with the death of the newborn son of Robert and 
Kathy Thom (Alex Meconi and Johnny Kat Harris). Unbeknown to 
Kathy, Robert accepts another newborn to raise in his place, but this 
is no ordinary child. He is, in fact, the spawn of the devil sent to earth 
because his time has come. Although the Thoms raise the child as 
normally as any child whose father is a wealthy ambassador, little 
Damien (Deena Davenport) has a tendency to drive his nannies away. 

So far this sounds a lot like the film. But then Damien shares an 
advertisement he’s written for a new nanny in a little song that is 
extremely reminiscent of one from a famous musical about a magical 
nanny. Sure enough, a prim figure in black carrying a carpet bag 
descends from the sky with the aid of an open umbrella and lands in 
the Thorn household. She is, of course, Mary Poppins (Kathy Queer). 
Hereafter, the production becomes truly sick and twisted. 

Mary Poppins definitely has an agenda. Once she arrives, all the 
sinister qualities of the film begin to invade the serene life of the fam¬ 
ily Thom. A mysterious Father Brennan (Jack Spittle) begins leaving 
creepy messages with Robert; Kathy becomes anxious and untrust¬ 
ing; and Damien befriends a devilish dog. 

One of Vaguely’s cleverest moments as both writer and director 
has Kathy and Damien driving through a wild animal safari (a card¬ 
board wall and a menagerie of hand puppets). The scene begins 
pleasantly enough, but when Poppins appears, trouble cannot be far 
behind. First, the animals begin singing, “It’s a Jolly Holiday with 
Mary,” but before they’ve finished the song, the puppets have been 
transformed into uncontrollable beasts and attack the car. 

Later, Vaguely again shows us his delightfully warped creative genius 
when he sets a pack of dogs on Robert and a photographer friend (Mark 
Menke) at the gravesite of Damien’s birth mother and the Thom’s true son. 

Like all Sick and Twisted shows, The Omen is full of miscon¬ 
strued lines, half-baked performances and assorted other amateurish¬ 
ness. But this is all part of the fun. 

As usual, Vaguely has put together a memorable show. Who but 
Tony Vaguely could take the disparate elements of The Omen and 
Mary Poppins and meld them into something so suave? Indeed, 
Vaguely’s The Omen is so adept that it makes one eager to see all the 
future projects Tony lists in the program. And if he maintains a close 
relationship with such hysterical impersonators as Johnny Kat Harris, 
Kathy Queer, Alex Meconi, and Deena Davenport, there is sure to be 
no end to the unbridled lunacy of his theatrical plunderings of cine¬ 
ma’s tacky treasures. T

Remy Charlip and the last frontier of dance 

Same-Sex Partnering at Oakland Ballet

emy Charlip’s new 
work for Oakland 
Ballet, Ludwig and 
Lou, may give the gay 
community reason to gather at 
the Paramount Theater in 
Oakland this weekend and 
tomorrow. Charlip is creating a 
set of five duets that will be 
danced tonight (Thursday) by 
male couples, Friday by an all¬ 


female cast and, for the last two 
performances, by heterosexual 
couples, although the dancers 
will have the option of cross¬ 
dressing if they so desire. 

Doesn’t this sound like a 
hoot? Just hearing about it 
makes me miss Keith White - 
the excellent critic who wrote 
for this paper till his death four 
years ago - more than ever. 
White considered same-sex 
partnering the last frontier in 
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dance: “When two men dancer 
together,” he wrote, “all stereo¬ 
types are instantly shattered, 
and what remains is entirely 
new.” Charlip is thinking along 
similar lines. 

“The dances are all in duet 
form, some with very close bod¬ 
ily contact” Charlip says, “so 
that in the same-sex versions, 
the same kind of intimacy may 
be seen as in conventional het¬ 
erosexual partnering. 

“I am for the most part bored 
with seeing the ever-present het¬ 
erosexual coupling in ballet, 
with the woman exhibited in 
front, often passive and submis¬ 
sive, and the man the stable 
manipulating courtier.” 

“Although it is common to 
see only women dancers on 
stage,” says Charlip, “it is very 
satisfying. It is much rarer to see 
a whole group of men, and very 
satisfying too. Men and women 
have one kind of energy on 
stage, women together and men 
another.” 

Charlip is a gentle subversive 


of the old school. He’s one of 
the modern dancers who hit his 
stride in New York in the ’50s, 
when gay oppression was 
omnipresent and gay feeling had 
to be expressed indirectly. He 
was an irrepressible ham in 
Merce Cunningham’s original 
company, and he wore such out¬ 
rageous clothes that John Cage 
rebuked him for lack of serious¬ 
ness. And all along he’s been 
writing children’s stories that 
perhaps best express his sweetly 
anarchic form of humanism. 

“I want to scream and run out 
of the theater when I see hetero¬ 
sexual violence in dances, no 
matter how subtle it is,” says 
Charlip. “A gratuitous push or a 
spiteful pull is, for me, hard to 
watch, especially when it is 
ignored by the victim. 

“I think it is important at 
times for women to be alone 
with women. There is a com¬ 
forting and peaceful atmosphere 
without men. Similarly for men 
- I remember when the last all¬ 
male bar in New York, 


McSorely’s, became integrated 
with females, the ambiance 
changed. No longer easygoing - 
a macho pretense began to rear 
its head, and the men became 
rowdy and showy.” 

The central section of 
Charlip’s ballet is set to roman¬ 
tic, dreamy music by Lou 
Harrison, the Suite for Cello and 
Harp. Some sections are 
sparkling, others almost hypnot¬ 
ic. The outer movements are two 
different settings of Beethoven’s 
Contradances. It sounds festive 
and beautiful; I am eager to see 
it, maybe a couple of times. ▼

Only recently - due primari¬ 
ly to the soaring costs of union 
labor - have audiences had to 
make do with one set, one per¬ 
former and sometimes only one 
costume. However, just because 
we’ve gotten used to this sort of 
thing doesn’t mean it’s a good 
idea, and while Marcel Marceau 
could get away with a bare stage 
and a ladder, most people can’t 
- and shouldn’t try. 

Writer/performer Monica 
Palacios looked strangely lonely 
during Confessions, her one- 
woman show at Josie’s, like she 
would much rather have been on 
a date but couldn’t get anyone to 
come out and play with her. Part 
of the problem was bad lighting. 
With her black hair, black slip 
and black high-heels on a black 
stage against black curtains, she 
seemed to be beaming her perfor¬ 
mance from the outer reaches of 
some distant black hole, instead 


of inhabiting the same long nar¬ 
row room as the rest of us. 

Her stagey habit of directing 
her lines over the tops of our 
heads, to the front row of some 
nonexistent balcony, didn’t mit¬ 
igate the lost-in-performance- 
space feeling. I was maybe ten 
feet away from her, in the sec¬ 
ond row, and while I don’t 
blame her for not wanting to 
look me in the eyes, connecting 
with the warm bodies in the 
house might have helped her 
sell her material. Fanny Brice 
always played to the balcony, 
but only because there were 
people sitting in it. 

Palacios’ attempts at alleviat¬ 
ing the 60-minute show’s visual 
ennui only underscored the 
poverty of the production val¬ 
ues. Her so-called spoken 
word/slide show, “Single 
Chicana Dyke Seeks Same” was 
a funny but overlong short story 
read from a spotlighted black 
music stand while some ho-hum 
graphics flashed on the big 
white screen behind her. This 


wasn’t performance; it was 
rehearsal. As an attempt at a 
multimedia experience, it was 
low on concept and imagina¬ 
tion, without enough self- 
awareness to make fun of its 
own awkwardness. 

More successful was her 
combo lounge act/gynecology 
clinic, mostly because the idea 
is so bizarre. Between such 
standards as “I’ve Got a Crush 
On You” and ‘That’s the Way I 
Like It,” the lab-coated, specu¬ 
lum-brandishing Palacios 
announced, “Frances, your test 
came back and you do have a 
yeast infection.” Her opening 
monologue equating the plea¬ 
sure afforded by a carne asada 
taco with the woman who 
knows how to eat one was 
maybe the most focussed and 
sustained effort in this other¬ 
wise slow-paced, hit-and-miss 
evening. There’s no director 
credit for Confessions, but there 
ought to be - maybe Palacios 
should call in some outside 
help. T 
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a gay style magazine, and the 
immediate competition is the 
men’s style magazines, 
which of course trade on the 
fact that a lot of their readers 
are gay,” he says. “It makes 
absolute sense to read Gay 
Times and Attitude and get 
totally different things 
from them, so I don’t see 
any reason why they 
should be in competi¬ 
tion.” 

One for the girls 

Besides, Gay Times 
has launched its own 
competition. In the 
wake of the pink 
pound excitement 
last year. Gay Times’ 
editorial assistant 
Frances Williams 
approached the 
magazine’s pub¬ 
lishing company, gay-owned 
Millivres, and proposed launch¬ 
ing a national lesbian magazine, 
Diva. Now in its sixth month, 
the bi-monthly is selling even 
better than expected, says 
Williams. Diva’s circulation has 
already topped 20,000. 

Diva takes a comprehensive 


view 

of lesbian culture, 
from international news to 
social concerns to media 
reviews, and maintains a 
respectable standard of journal¬ 
ism while infusing the magazine 
with a laudable sense of style.

British gay magazines are 
booming in ’94. Market surveys 
pointing to the gay community 
as an untapped consumer gold 
mine have led mainstream 
advertisers to support new gay 
publications. As with a similar 
American boom a couple years 
ago, one that launched Out, 
Genre and Ten Percent, the 
British explosion is motivated 
first and foremost by the gay 
dollar - or in this case, the pink 
pound. 

‘There was a lot of stuff here 
about a year ago in the main¬ 
stream press about this ‘pink 
pound’ story, and it got blown 
out of all proportion,” says Paul 
Burston, consultant editor and 
co-founder of Attitude maga¬ 
zine. “All these publishers who 
had never before shown any 
interest in financing gay pro¬ 
jects suddenly thought there was 
a market there and that they 
could make some money.” 

Attitude was eventually 
picked up by an unlikely pub¬ 
lishing house. Northern & Shell, 
which profits from mainstream 
celebrity magazines along the 


lines of People or Us, and from 
straight pornography. Northern 
& Shell had never touched a gay 
magazine before Attitude pre¬ 
miered in April, but the allure of 
the pink pound changed that. 

Burston wanted a magazine 
less restricted in its perspective 
than Britain’s single longstand¬ 
ing community-oriented news 
magazine. Gay Times. 

“The motivation for starting 
it was that I was dissatisfied 
with the gay press here. It was 
very narrow. We wanted some¬ 
thing that looked a bit more out¬ 
ward, that wouldn’t just be read 
by a gay audience.” 

Attitude is slick and hip, bor¬ 
dering on pretentious. It concen¬ 
trates on fashion and celebrities 
rather than news, and true to its 
mission, it is not exclusively 
gay. Excluding the 5000 copies 
distributed throughout the U.S., 
the circulation is hovering 
below veteran Gay Times’ 
50,000. (By comparison, in the 
U.S. Out leads the gay maga¬ 
zines with a circulation of 
100,000.) But Burston insists 
that the two magazines are not 
in direct competition. 

“Attitude is about trying to be

To its credit, the show 
dodged most of the pitfalls of 
gay-derived humor (often deliv¬ 
ered by straights at the expense 
of gays). And, in the high-mind¬ 
ed fashion that helped earn 
Frasier an Emmy for best come¬ 
dy series of 1993, it waltzed 
right past the subject of toler¬ 
ance - a given - on its way to 
the jokes. In classic screwball 
fashion, the show’s writers set 
up a series of mistaken identities 
that gave way to a dizzying 
array of puns and double enten¬ 
dres, making this particular 
episode one of the most enjoy¬ 
able of the new season. 

Now in its sophomore year, 
Frasier is NBC’s successful 
Cheers spin-off, which trans¬ 
plants the Boston bar’s eminent 
psychiatrist. Dr. Frasier Crane, 
back to his home town of Seattle, 
where he has begun a lucrative 
career as a radio talk show 
shrink. Divorced from Cheers’ 
humorless Lilith Stemin-Crane 
(Bebe Neuwirth), Frasier lives 
with his ailing father, Martin 
(John Mahoney), a former 
Seattle cop, who is cared for by 
live-in housekeeper Daphne 
Moon (Jane Leeves). Also, 
there’s Frasier’s brother Niles, 
yet another psychiatrist, who 
serves as the show’s secret com¬ 
edy weapon; his bizarre marriage 
to an unseen wife and his sexual 
obsession with Daphne supply a 
seemingly endless source of 
jokes for the series’ writers. 

In last week’s episode, 
Daphne confides to Frasier that 
her love life leaves much to be 
desired. So, when Frasier’s new 
station manager, Tom Duran 
(Eric Lutes), arrives in Seattle, 
the shrink - as matchmaker - 
gets an idea. Duran is an attrac¬ 
tive fellow, an American 
Anglophile who has worked at 
the BBC for the last five years 
(Daphne herself is British). The 
two men discuss theatre, Duran 
says he likes Frasier’s tie. There 
is lots of common ground here. 
Frasier invites him to dinner. 


thinking Duran is just perfect 
for Daphne. 

But Frasier doesn’t know 
Duran is gay. Of course, Duran 
assumes that Frasier does know, 
and believes he’s just been 
asked out on a date. There you 
have it. A situation ripe with 
promise. And the show delivers 
on every front. 

A room with a view 

Frasier’s plush, high-rise 
apartment overlooks Seattle’s 
skyline, and when Duran first 
arrives for dinner, Frasier asks 
his new boss what he thinks of 
the place. Duran says, “It’s a 
helluva view!” to which Frasier 
responds, “It’s even better from 
the bedroom!” A cautious Duran 
says, “Why don’t we just start 
with a drink.” 

In the same scene, Frasier 
informs Duran that he lives with 
his dad, and Duran asks him 
whether that puts a “crimp” in 
his love life. Frasier says joking¬ 
ly, “Not at all, except when I 
bring my dates home, he tries to 
steal them.” 

So now Duran thinks both 
Frasier and his dad are gay. 
Enter Martin Crane. “You’re 
gonna love Seattle,” he tells 
Duran. “It’s a real people place. 
Good food, great bars.” Duran 
asks him what he recommends. 
“I usually hang out at a place 
called Dukes,” Martin says. 
“Great crowd. A lot of young 
cops. v And Duran just about 
smacks his lips with delight. 

But what would an episode 
of Frasier be without Niles, who 
barges in on dinner, uninvited, 
to protect his “claim” on 
Daphne? Duran senses Niles’ 
hostility and confronts him, 
believing Niles to be protecting 
Frasier. After Duran tells Niles 
that it’s Frasier he’s after, Niles 
smugly informs his brother, who 
must then set things straight (so 
to speak) with Duran. Frasier 
tells his boss, “It never even 
occurred to me that you might 
be gay.” And Duran answers, “It 
never even occurred to me that 
you might be straight.” Not 
knowing what to say, Frasier 
offers a gracious “thank you.” 


Although mistaken identities 
are not new to situation comedy, 
the gay twist on such plotlines 
has yet to be exhausted, as 
Frasier so aptly proves here. 
Actually, the Cheers team itself 
paved this road when, in its final 
season, Rebecca’s (Kirstie Alley) 
high school sweetheart, played 


by Harvey Fierstein (!), visits 
Boston, and she deludes herself 
into thinking he’s straight. 

With the acclaim that Frasier 
has received over the last year, 
it’s unfortunate that NBC has 
moved it from last season’s 
Thursday night time slot to 
Tuesdays at 9 p.m., where it’s 


losing the ratings battle to 
ABC’s hit comedy show Home 
Improvement. It’s unfortunate 
because Home Improvement’s 
historically macho audience 
should have the chance to see a

Citizen Pan, the exhibit of their work which 
opened at the Victoria Room last weekend, shows 
that, though Tichane and Linwood work in very 
different disciplines to differing effect, they do 
share a dark theme. Through their art, both print- 
maker and conceptualist speak to their condition 
of living with AIDS. Their work could only have 
been created during these somber days of the pan¬ 
demic that does not end. 

Tichane shows woodblock prints from his 
series AIDS' Dark Terrain: Twelve Stations from a 
Yankee Pilgrim. In these beautifully crafted 
images, the grain of the wood used in the printing 
process evokes the features of a dark landscape, an 
endless horizon of shadowy terrain. Tichane’s 
prints engage the myths of the open, endless 
American landscape - and furnish its reverse 
image, the nether regions of the soul. 

A handmade book of Dark Terrain is the cen¬ 
terpiece of Tichane’s exhibit: the viewer is 
instructed to remove his shoes before sitting on 
grass mats on the floor and examining the book. 
“My prints are landscapes,” the artist told me, 
“and I want people to be landed - close to the 
ground - when they look at them.” 

Puckish casualty 

Linwood’s new installation, though vastly 
divergent from these prints in form and presenta¬ 
tion, is similarly concerned with the search for 
one’s dark side, one’s shade. A tableau in three 
stations, the work takes as its central metaphor the 
story of Peter Pan. Child’s blocks spell out 
WORK, LOVE and PLAY; at the LOVE station, 
Peter’s fallen body is outlined in chalk, items of 
his puckish wardrobe strewn about. Nearby lies a 
broken cable, as if the wires supporting Mary 
Martin’s flight over the stage had snapped, and our 
perpetually youthful figure had met an early, sud¬ 
den mortality. 

There are many more clues to this, enigmatic 
display, including shadows made from felt and 
focussed light, a nursery chest full of toys and 
handcuffs, scatterings of black feathers and gold 
glitter, and family photographs from the artist’s 
troubled past. A passage from Barrie’s story is 
projected onto the floor: “But all the fairies are 
dying now because children know such a lot they 
don’t believe or laugh anymore.” 

As with much conceptual art, a full under¬ 
standing of the work is possible only with its cre¬ 
ator’s gloss. But clearly. Citizen Pan is Linwood’s 
most personal and self-revelatory piece. A photo¬ 


graph of his father looking “like a raunchy sailor” 
hangs alongside text alluding to painful memories 
of this monstrous patriarch molesting the artist’s 
sister. Even after all this time and distance, the 
traumatized brother is still “living and dying in my 
father’s shadow.” 

And what of Peter Pan himself, the boy who 
lost his shadow? Some years ago a psychologist 
introduced the concept of men who suffer from 
“Peter Pan syndrome.” Here’s a character who flits 
around town wearing green tights and a felt hat 
and hangs out with fairies, and somehow he’s 
become associated with the phenomenon of men 
who refuse to grow up. Linwood says he’s of the 
opinion that most gay men don’t mature psycho¬ 
logically much beyond their late twenties. Beyond 
the issue of arrested development, however, lies 
the specter of untimely demise: ‘These days, if 
you even make it to 40, it’s a miracle. God forbid 
you should look it!” 

Identity issues 

Linwood, along with Sara Bates and David Izu, 
curated the 113th Annual exhibition at the San 
Francisco Art Institute, Forms of Address, which 
also opened last week. This is an intriguing if not 
entirely cohesive showing of five artists whose 
work engages issues of identity. 

Jean LaMarr and Julian Lang are Native 
American artists for whom a connection with the 
earth is central, primal, sacred. Their installations 
share an aesthetic with the earthwork of Canan 
Tolon, living grass attached to arcs of sheet metal. 
But the through-line between these pieces and the 
altered domestic icons of Lynn Aldrich and Janet 
Biggs, though insisted upon by the show’s catalog, 
remains tenuous. 

Still, considered singly, each chosen artist con¬ 
tributes work with immediate impact and lasting 
resonance. Perhaps Los Angeles artist Aldrich has 
the most success with her Subdivision (1990), a 
white cube of picket fence stakes which cuts right 
to the heart of suburbia, exposing a symbol of the 
American dream for its underlying threat of vio¬ 
lence. T

And then 
there were buns 

Invitation’s opening is muy 
mysterioso. Eight handsome, 
squeaky-clean gents with ultra¬ 
tan tans have been lured to the 
Dell by an unnamed, initially 
unseen party. The whole tape 
has an And Then There Were 
None feel, though none of the 
assembled could hold a candle 
to Barry Fitzgerald or Walter 
Huston in the acting depart¬ 
ment. (The upside: they’re all a 
hell of a lot cuter.) 

One of the eight gets an after- 
dinner audience with the reclu¬ 
sive host, who turns out to be 
Matt Gunther. In an obvious 
homage to George Macready in 
Gilda, Gunther, shot heavily in 
shadow to open the scene, has a 
menacing-looking walking stick 
with which he probes and prods 
the delectably blond Cort 
Stevens. Pity that Mr. G’s dick, 
even with the aid of a cock ring, 
never quite approaches the 
rigidity of his cane - perhaps he 
could have used an experienced 
fluffer like ourselves. 

Wait a minute, we’re getting 
ahead of things here. Before 
dinner even gets started, two of 
the guests have gotten it on 
upstairs. Like many fine inns, 
the Dell serves early-evening 
cocks/tails, in this case those of 
Hal Rockland and Hunter Scott. 

H.R. has the most malleable 
of foreskins - it’s an erotic 
instrument in its own right, one 
that Scott manipulates with 
great proficiency. 

The two’s masterfully shot 
sequence - nice interaction, 
good lighting, the camera in all 
the right places - begins with a 
tease and unfolds slowly, almost 
romantically, with a touch of 
New Agey music burbling in the 
background. An extra-special 
visual touch, the camera bobs 
toward Scott’s face as the 
buxom Rockland fucks his 
heels-over-head partner. A bit 


dizzying after a while, but so 
verite. 

Glistening Goo 

Two other diners, Dino 
Phillips and Vince Rockland - is 
Falcon identity shaper Mr. 
Clayton losing his imagination 
or could the two like-sumamed 
fellows really be related? - have 
a post-supper fling. Truth be 
told, V. Rockland’s bizarre eye¬ 
brow make-up and/or plucking 
made it hard to concentrate on 
this sequence, whose extra-spe¬ 
cial touch included syncopated 
finger-popping on the sound¬ 
track - or were we just imagin¬ 
ing this? - to go with 
Rockland’s extended digital 
examination of Phillips’ e’er-so- 
willing butthole. Phillips has the 
look of an angel at the end of the 
scene, as he milks Rockland’s 
glistening goo onto his face. 

Invitation’s piece de resis¬ 
tance is a scintillating eight-way 
in the dining room. The chore¬ 
ography here would have done 
Busby Berkeley proud: the 
action starts out with simple 
two-by-two patterns, evolves 
into more complex configura¬ 
tions of kaleidoscopic propor¬ 
tions, then dissolves into a j.o. 
conga line in which seven guys 
take their turns humping the 
eighth. 

Well, sometimes six. Can’t 
let slip by that continuity error - 
or did that big blond just cut on 
line? One-by-one they shoot 
what turns into an ocean of jism 
onto his back. The scene’s so 
well-crafted that one can easily 
forgive the cum continuity prob¬ 
lems, an absolute trifle consid¬ 
ering its overall ingenuity. 

As a video. Invitation was 
strictly a delight, one of the best 
Falcons we’ve seen recently. As 
for the Highland Dell, it’s a 
four-star gem, one that furthers 
the reputation of California’s 
country innkeepers for provid¬ 
ing innovative accommodations 
and stimulating diversions to 
help their guests take a load off 
their hinds. Make your reserva¬ 
tions immediatement. T

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British mags

magazine. It’s both a women’s magazine and a gay 
magazine, and that gives it a much wider scope in 
terms of how we market it. I think lesbian issues do 
tend to cut across women’s issues and gay issues and 
aren’t so easily containable.” 

Phased out 

Things are taking off for Diva, but they never did at 
Phase, yet another slick British gay magazine that 
debuted this spring. Combining fashion, culture, poli¬ 
tics, and a dollop of Madonna gossip in a pretty pack¬ 
age aimed at gay men and women. Phase felt more 
American than the other newcomers. It was quite rem¬ 
iniscent of Out. And perhaps the editors had delusions 
of Out’s American-sized circulation; the initial press 
run of 100,000 copies - of which only 30,000 sold - 
put the magazine deep in debt after its first issue. With 


no advertising department hired until after the pre¬ 
miere hit the shelves, Phase was doomed. 

Another British book that came and went quickly 
was Boner - launched by a gay newspaper publisher in 
London. It folded quickly and the publishing momen¬ 
tum came to a grinding halt. No more magazines have 
been launched since the initial burst this spring. 

The three major British gay mags left standing have 
settled into healthy competition. Even Gay Times, 
which stood to lose the most from the success of the 
new magazines, has grown. While Gay Times initially 
worried that less gay-specific magazines {Attitude) 
would steal mainstream advertisers who are finally tar¬ 
geting the gay market, the results have not been so 
black and white. 

As advertisers see results from their efforts in gay 
magazines, more of them have moved in behind the 
mags. The market has begun to expand considerably. 
Even if the initial pink pound story was mostly specu¬ 
lation, in the end the real pink pound will determine 
how large the gay magazine industry will become. ▼

Flawed 

Classic 

he reproduction of a 
shocking painting by 
Jerome Caja, shriek¬ 
ing from a savagely 
Pepto-Bismol-pink dust jack¬ 
et, is probably why you’ll first 
pick up Paul Reed’s The 
Savage Garden: A Journal 
(House of Lillian; cloth, $20). 
But you won’t be disappoint¬ 
ed if you linger to read it. 

The Savage Garden fol¬ 
lows Reed’s previous AIDS 
explorations (the novels, 
Facing It and Longing; the 
inspirational guidebook. 
Serenity; and a diary. The Q 
Journal) and emerges as his 
most focused, rewarding 
book. Despite its flaws - per¬ 
haps because of them - it 
might become a little classic. 

There’s a lot of grand- 
standing here, an excess of 
name-dropping. We must 
often be content with Reed’s 
summary of content or 
appearance, where a tauter 
assessment of quality or 
meaning is desired. There’s 
an overall self-consciously lit¬ 
erary tone to the book. 
Though masquerading as a 
diary, it was obviously written 
for publication. 

Still, Reed has been there, 
done that. His lover’s death 
from AIDS, his own ill health 
complicated by grief and 
depression, his addiction to 
tranquilizers, recovery, sub¬ 
sequent political and sexual 
activism, his compromised 
and then exaggerated sexuali¬ 
ty, his love affairs with hus¬ 
tler queer boys - all are 
recorded with an insider’s 
knowledge. His authorial ear 
yields frequently telling 
details, honed as it is by his 
previous books, the editing 
exercises of an earlier career 
with a publishing firm, and 
his admiration for May 
Sarton. 

Traveling onto the shoals 
of AIDS and eventually sur¬ 
viving, The Savage Garden is 
not so much a book for enjoy¬ 
ment as a voyage of discov¬ 
ery. Reed takes us where 
we’re longing to go, afraid to 
go, are going to go. 

Most diaries are best heard 
live, and Reed will be reading 
from The Savage Garden, as 
well as his new Leathersex 
stories, at A Different Light 
Bookstore on Thursday, 
October 13, at 7:30 p.m. ▼

On day two the doubles 
action allowed Los Angeles 
to maintain their lead. LA 
captian Todd Stillman also 
chalked up the victory to 
depth. “Despite the strong 
and talented team that came 
down from San Francisco,” 
he said, “we were able to 
pull through on our depth 
and doubles play.”
